WASHINGTON, D. C., Nov. 19.—The anticipated 
attempt to take the life of Guiteau wes made 
today. On his way from from the court-house 
to the jail he was shot. The wound was painful 
and narrowly escaped being a fatal one. He 
was shot through the vas in which be is con- 
veyed from the court-house to the jail, and by 
a man who bad ridden some eight or ten squares 
in order to find out exactly where to alm his 
pistol. The van in which Guiteau is taken from 
the jail to the court-room and back 
is a close-covered vehicle. At the 
top are a few little slats for ventilation, and at 
each end are holes made artistically to repre- 
seat ivy leaves. 

THE VAN

It did not cut the 
arm. It must have passed, however, from the 
direction, within an inch or two of his breast. 
The bullet had penetrated the thick wood panels 
of the van, aud also the iron lining inside, and it 
was subsequentiy found on the floor of the van. 
It was a bullet of a #-calibre Colt’s revolver. 
Gu'teau was 80 greatly frightened, that, upon 
his arrival at the jail, it was discovered that he 
had not been able to control the functions of 
nature. He was taken luto the Warden's office 
and there the wound was dressed. it was found 
that the flesh bad not been cut, but there was a 
very severe abraision caused by the passage of 
the bullet over the arm. He seemed delighted 
to think be had got back to jail, and said that he 
must have wore protection.

THE CASE 
AS MADE UP BY THE PROSECUTION. 
Special Dispatch to The Unicago Tribune. 

Wassinoton, D. C., Nov. 19.—* Doctor,” said 
Lawyer Davidge to Bliss today, vill you state 
briefly the danger {rom a wound of the charac- 
ter which the autopsy showed that of President 
Garfield to be?” The witness replied: “The 
dangers from such a wound were three—trst, 
the injury to the backbone; second, the effect of 
the débris of the wound, which were pushed by 
the ball into the flesh beyond the bone; the 
third, penetration of the splenic artery. The 
dauger from the débris is caused by the 
Tact tbat the fragments of done had 
not eocysted, but remained as  cen- 
tres of suppuration. The penetration 
of the splenic artery did not cause death at 
once, Owing to the fact that a biood-clot was 
formed and tissue built up around it, but it was 
alwost inevitable that this ancurism should in 
time burst and cause death, as was the case.” 

“In view of these daugers, Doctor,“ said Mr. 
Davidgo, “what was the character of this in- 
jury?“ 

Dr. Bliss paused a moment and said calmly, 
but stroagiy: 

“IT WAS A MORTAL WOUND.” 

This testimony practicaily completed the Gov- 
erument's case. They had now proved the fact 
of the suovuting; they bad ideatified the assasin: 
they set forth their theory of his motive, 
and ha@@nally proved that the injury was nec- 
essarily fatal. in other words, they bad proven 
that President Gartield hud been assasinated by 
Coaries Guiteau on the 2d of July. We had 
intended.“ said Mr. Corkhill, a few minutes 
after this testimony, “to tinish our case this 
eveumg.“ He understood, however. that the 
physicians were to be examined by the defense, 
in search of 

EVIDENCE OF MALPRACTICE, 
and he suggested, therefore, that the court ad- 
journo till Monday, when the admissibility of the 
evidence proposed by the defense would be 
tested. The court thereupon adjourned at a 
quarter past 2. The day's session has deen 
largely occupied by Dr. Biiss’ tesiimony, and as 
a wituess be was only second in importance to 
Secretary Blaine. The Doctor is au extremely 
interesting talker. His language is grapbic, his 
ideas logical, and his information thoroughly ia 
band. He gave a gruphic narrative of the 
scenes at the depot and the treatment of the 
case. His testimony wus rendered doubly inater- 
esting by 5 
THE INTRODUCTION OF A SKELETON 
from which be demonstrated the course of the 
bullet and more especially by the producuon iu 
court of the injured vertebra of President Gar- 
field's backbone. This fragment of the rpine 
wus looked at with a painful intensity of atten- 
tion by all, and was closely scrutinized by tne 
Court, the jury, and the lawyers. After Mr. 
Davidge had examined it for a while, Mr. 
Scovilie leaned over and asked to be allowed to 
gee it. it was passed to him, and then followed 
the very dramatic scene of Guiteau leaning over 
and examining at leisure, and with close atten- 
tion, the fragments of his victim's skeleton. 
A SHUDDER WENT THROUGH THE CROWD 
at this uncanny sight, but Guiteau himself 
seemed to feel no emotion, except that of com- 
mon curiosity. The course of the defense to- 
day clearly pointed to an effort to establish mai- 
practice. This policy, atter Mr. Scoville's ex- 
plicit statement that the defeuse would be 
insanity, was & surprise to the prosecution, and 
they did not altogether cuotroi their anovyance. 
Wita reward to this matter it can be authori- 
tatively stated that the idea is rather 
Mk. ROBINSON’S 
than that of the prisoner's family and personal 
counsel. From the first Mr. Robinson has de- 
clined tu waive any possible ground of defense, 
either of jurisdiction, maipractice, or 
other possible protection to his client. 
The family, bowever, frankly say 
that the only sensible and proper defense is in- 
sanity—that if Cuaries Guiteau is sane he ought 
to be banged, and if be is insane he ought to be 
sent to an insane asylum. Mr. Scoville feels 
thus, and so do Guiteau’s brother and sister. 
Nevertheless, they did not care to oppuse Mr. 
Rohinsoa in his efforts to throw up another bar- 
rier, if poss.bie, around the accused, and to- 
wards the last Mr. Scoville put a few questions 
to Dr. Bliss from the same standpoint as that 
occupied by the local counsel. That 
GUITEAU WAS VERY WILLING 
to get any help there migbt be in this latter de- 
feuse appeared from the quickvess with which 
he corrected Mr. Scovilie, to say that they de- 
nied the killing, not the shooting.

The Court said that any 
‘counsel which were satisfactory to himself and 
bis present counsel would be satisfactory to the 
Court. His friends said nothing, but subse- 
queutiy they laughed at the idea of additional 
counsel, saying that no one bad any idea that 
they weretocome. They bumored the prisoner 
in his vagary, as they do in all bis 
whims. A moment later Guiteau proceeded 
to warn all “disreputable characters who 
might have designs on his iife not to attempt 
any violence, as his guards bad orders to shoot 
any oue who attempted to injure him.

THE TRIAL. 
EVIDENCE OFFERED YESTERDAY. 

WASHINGTON, D.C., Nov. 19.—The crowd about 
the cuurt-house this morulng was far greater 
than upon any former day. It was with the 
greatest difficulty that those whose presence 
was needed in the court- room could gain admis- 
sion. To avoid the otherwise inevitable scram- 
bie it bas been fuund necessary to issue tickets 
o1 admission, and only ticket-holders are per- 
mitted to enter. At 9:40 the doors opened, 
and in a few minutes every seat was occu- 
pied, the larger proportion of the specta- 
tors being ladies. The friends of the pris- 
over were eariy in: their seats. John W. Gui- 
teau said to a reporter: “My brother is in 
a very good humor this morning. I saw bim 
early, and he was laugbing yet about the re- 
marks he made yesterday. when he said to me: 
ou don’t know any more than Scoville does. 
Mrs. Scoville says it is almost iau«hable to think 
how the prisoner passes his time between day- 
light and dark. Every evening when it gets too 
dark to read or write be lies down on his cot, 
and, beating time with both legs on the foot- 
board, whistles and sings to himself until de 
goes to sleep. The prisoner came in at 10:12 a. 
m. He was dressed in the usual manner, and 
looked much the same as yésterday. As he 
passed to bis seat he was obliged to pass directly 
between Gen. Swaim and Col. Rockwell. He 
giaoced burriedly, and with a frightened look, at 
these intimate friends of the late President.

THE KEEPER OF THE GUNSTORE. 

The next witness was Johu O' Meara, keeper of 
the gun and cutlery store at the corner of Fif- 
teenth and F streets. He testified as to Gui- 
teau'g coming into the store about the 6th of 
June, looking at the showcase, pvinting to the 
largest calibre revolver, and asking to look at 
it. He examined it carefully, inquired as to its 
accuracy, made some commonplace remarks, 
and left, saying he would call again in a few 
days. A few days afterward the prisoner called, 
examined the pistol again, inquired as to where 
he could test its accuracy, and was told at the 
river-edge would be a good piace: He also in- 
quired as to the force of the pistol, and the wit- 
ness toid him it was a very strong shooting 
pistol. The. prisoner paid $10 for the pistol, a 
box of cartridges, and a lady's penknife He 
could not identify the pistol. The pistol was 
handed to the witness, and he was directed to 
draw the tour ramaining cartridges. 

STATEMENT OF GUITEAU. 

While the witness was engaged in doing so the 
prisoner said be might as well take advan- 
tage oi that opportunity to request Mr. John D. 
Townsend, an eminent lawyer of New York, 
Leonard Swett, a distinguished criminal lawyer 
of Chicago, ana Mr. Trude, of Unicago, to appear 
for him next Monday if the court had no objec- 
tion. 

Judge Cox—I am certainly willing. 

‘The prisoner—I have beard that Townsend is 
willing to assist. If it is possible for Swett to 
leave his business he will assist. We have been 
expecting to hear from Trude for the last two 
weeks. I expect them all here Monday morning, 
with Judge Magruder of Maryland. There are 
good brains on the other side, and I waut some 
on this. Mr. Townsend has said he would come, 
and I think the others will do so. Reporters will 
please make a note of this. 

Then, hesitating a moment, he went on: 

“Another thing | want to say: I understand 
there are some disreputable characters lurking 
about this court iateuding to do me bodily harm. 
I want to say that the Chief of Police bas kindly 
provided me with an escort, and I have a body- 
guard. lam notin fear of my life, for any one 
attempting it will probably be shot down by my 
body-guard."’ 

COL. A. 8. ROCKWELL, 
the next witness, began to detail the occur- 
rences at the depot, whea Scoville interposed, 
acknowledging the killing. Guiteau quickly 
sbouted: No, your Honor, we acknowledwve the 
shooting, but not the killing.” Col. Rockwell 
briefly stated the facts within his knowledge, 
and, without cross-examination, was followed 
by Gen. D. G. Swaim. Witness was at Eiberou 
when the shooting occurred. 
HIS LAST WORDS. 

Gen. Swaim, in bis testimuny, deseribed briefly 
his association with the President during his ill- 
ness. An impressive scene occurred during bis 
teatimony. 

“What were the President's last words?” 
asked Mr. Corkhill. 

His last words,” replied witness, with emo- 
tion, were, Ou Swaim!’” 

DR. D. W. BLISS 
was then called. Witness gave a narrative cov- 
ering from the time de was called to the Presi- 
dent's side, fifteen or twenty minutes after be 
was shot, until bis death. The immediate cause 
of death was hemorrhage. { 

Scoville inquired minutely as to the formation, 
growth,and final rupture of the sac formed on the 
artery which had been cut by the ball. He also 
inquired as to who bad authorized the witness to 
take charge of the case. N 

Davidge suggested that that had nothing to do 
witb the matter, but the witness answered by 
saying the request nad been made to bim on the 
morning of the 3d of July by the President, no 
one eise being present but Mrs. Gartieid and the 
witness, 

Scoville also inquired about the quantity of 
morphine administered. ä 

Scoville asked about the probing and washing 
of the wound and the possibility of ite having 
been thorouguly probed if the real track of the 
ball had bee known from the first. 

To the question on that point tho witness gave 
a negative reply. 

He was also asked by what authority most of 
the doctors who had been originally in attend- 
ance were discharged, and he said it was by au- 
thority of the President, givenin the presence 
of Mrs. Gartieid and the wituess. He was asked 
where tne ball had been found, and replied that 
all the viscera bad been taken out and placed in 
a bowl, and that, 

IN THAT BOWL THE BALL WAS FOUND 
initscyst. Witness then explained miautely 
the character of the wound, using the upper 
portion of a wired skeleton for the purpose of 
illustration, and detailed at great length the 
progress and symptoms of the case. Pending 
the arrival of the tractured vertabre, which the 
District-Attorney anuounced bad been sent for, 
witness was subjected to a lengthy cruss-exami- 
nation, the supposed object being to lay the 
foundation for the theory of maipractice, which 
Guiteau insists must be made the foundation- 
stone of the defense. Quite the sensation of the 
trial was produced when the District-Attorney 
suddenly drew from a pasteboard box upon his 
table a section of a human backbone, and, hoild- 
it up, inquired: 

* Do yuu recognize this, Doctor?” 


The audievce hung breathiess upon the 
answer as the witness, in meusnred tones, re- 


lied: 
do. It is a portion of the vertebre of the 


late President James A. Garueid.“ 

The vertebr was then banded the jury, and 
the charucter and extent of the iojury to them 
explained. Dr. Bliss was fullowed with the 
closest attention un the part of the entire 
audience, with the sole exception of Guiteau, 
who devoted himself to bis papers, only occa- 
sionally “gangrene ed with the air of a man being 
bored with a reci in which de could have no 
possible interest. 

After the vertebr@ had been returned to the 
District- Attorney's table, Scovilie reached over 
and requested the opportunity of examining it. 
It was handed him, and Guiteau, who sits im- 
mediately on the right, examined it ciosely as 
Scoville turned it over and from side to side. 
He made no move to touch it, however, and 
gave not the slightest indication of any feeling 


other than casual curiosity. The examination . 


of this witness was still progressing when the 
hour for recess arrived. 
AFTER RECESS 

the cross-examiuanon of Dr. Bliss was con- 
ducted by Scoville. Before recess the examina- 
tion was managed by Kobinson, who read ques- 
tions from manuscript notes. The ingenious 
and comprehensive scope of his examination 
plainly suggested the handiwork of some med- 
icalexpert.

The court then adjourned.

TATTOOING AS A TRADE, 


The Men That Like to See Figures on 
Their Skin—Desigus Most Popular— 
A Talk with au Old Operator.

Alongside the door of a house in Oak 
street is aframed sign bearing an elaborately- 
executed and vividly-colored Goddess of Lib- 
erty, with the equally glaringly tinted words 
underneath: ‘Tattooing Doue Here by Mar- 


tin Hildebrandt.” 

Ascending a narrow stairway and turning 
to the right the reporter ound himself ina 
small room. Inquiring tor \he owner of the 
sign, the reporter was told that he was at 
present tattooing a man, but would be done 
directly. Under the impression that the re- 
porter was a customer, the wéman who had 
given the information handed him a book 
which she said contained the designs her 
husband was capable of executing on the 
human epidermis. 

The book was a curiosity in itself. It con- 
tained about fifty crudely-executed and high- 
ly-colored drawings and designs. ‘There were 
Goddesses of Liberty in prvufusivn, of all 
sizes and styles, the. coats of arms of the 
Unted States, England, France, Germany, 
Spain, Italy, Sweden, Denmark, and Russia; 
anchors and chains; a full-rigged man-of- 
war firing off a cannon; ships of all kinds; 
the flags of different nationalities; a ballet- 
girl with a very short skirt and very muscu- 
lar limbs; a Venus; a willow-surrounded 
tomb with the words My Mother” on its 
face; butcher’s knife and cleaver crossed; 
blacksmith’s hammer and tongs; mermaids 
sitting on a rock playing on a lyre; Masonic 
emblems; burning hearts, eagles, lions, ete. 
Underneath each design was the cost of hav- 
ing it executed, the prices ranging from 2% 
cents to $3. It was evident that the custom- 
ers of the sbov preferred realistic pictures to 
allegorical hints, asa beam plerced by an 
arrow cost 25 cents, while the design of a 
jauntily-clad sailor embracing a short-skirted 
female cost $2. 

W hile the reporter was still admiring these 
„works of art,“ the artist himself entered. 
He is a short thick-set man some 50 years of 
age. Ile was very willing to give informa- 
ton concerning his peculiar trade. Seeing 
his book of designs in the reporter’s hands, 
be hastened to assure him that “them’s not 
all the designs I kin make by a good denl; 
1 kin tattoo anything a customer calls for.“ 

“I suppose sailors are your chief custom- 
ers?’ 

“Oh, no. Mechanics, tradesmen, and 
’longshoremen are the class of men 1 do most 
of my tattooing on. I have customers from 
all over the United States, all kinds of people, 
amd have even had gentlemen come to my 
door in their private carriages. I am the 
only man in the city who has a permanent 
place of business. There’s an old fellow 
who goes roynd among the sailors on the 
docks, but his trade isn’t big.” 

What designs are the most popular?” 

„Well. that’s according to taste or hobby. 
American sailors like Goddesses of Liberty, 
sailors of other nations the coats-of-arms of 
their country. An Indian waving a toma- 
hawk is a great favorit with some tars. ‘Then 
l’ve put many knives and cleaverson buteh- 
ers’arms, hammers and tongs on blacksmiths’. 
Masonic emblems are always in demand. 
Sometimes there are sailors who want the 
initials of their sweethearts’ names put on 
their arms. Sometimes men who have been 
jilted by their girls afterward have their 
names or initials covered with other pictures. 
Some of the fellows who used to run wid 
der machine’ in old volunteer fire-clepart- 
ment days, have had me put pictures of a 
fireman with a speaking trumpet at the 
mouth on their hands or forearm. Young 
inen have the coats-of-arms of their country 
or State put on. A design of a willow-sur- 
rounded tomb ,with the words, ‘To the 
memory of my mother,’ is a great favorit 
with old men.“ 

Have you executed a number of designs 
on any one person?” 

* Yes, I've tattooed one man from head to 
foot. He has a large design of Washington’s 
tomb on his breast, and smaller figures of 
flowers, leaves, etc., on the rest of his per- 
von. He exhidited at Coney Island last year 
and got $40 a week. Another man I alinost 
covered with pictures was a Spaniard about 
50 years of age. He brought his own de- 
signs with him, and these I had put on him, 
smaller or larger than the pattern. They 
were almost all of a religious character. On 
his back I put the Virgin Mary surrounded 
by thirty-three angels. A large picture of 
the Crucifixion I put on his breast. Then 
there was a picture of a blind man led by a 
litkle girl to the edge of a precipice, and 
saved from falling over by an angel. Three 
mermaids I tattooed on one side, a rooster 
and. cat respectively on each shoulder, and 
wore religious figures on his arms,” 

Did he go in the show business, too?“ 

“No. Lasked him if he intended to do so, 
but he said no; then I asked him his reasons 
for having himself tattooed ail over, but he 
wouldn't tell me.“ 

Do many boys come to you to be tat- 
tooed : 

“Sometimes fathers bring their boys and 
have their name or some mark put on them, 
so that they can be recognized when stolen 
or lost. A sea Captain was lately drowned 
in the East River, and his body was only 
recognized by an India ink mark on his 
arms. When I was with the Army of the 
Potomac 1 put the names of hundreds of 
soldiers on their arms or breasts, and many 
were recognized by these marks after being 
killed or wounded. 1 learnt my Dbusivess 
from an engraver with whom I served on 
board of tue frigate United States duriug 
the Mexican War.“ 

“What is the best time of the year for 
your work?“ 

»The winter, as the work dries quicker: 
but I’m also busy in the summer, as there 
seems to be more money around.” 

With what do you do the tatooing ?” 

“ With six needles tied together in a line, 
one much higher than the others. ‘he 
wounds are very slight, and heal in a few 
days. The Burmese are the only nation who 
now practice tattooing. They use a hollow 
instrument containing the India ink, some- 
thing like one o' them ere fountain-pens.” 

An India ink mark ean never be erased ””’ 

“No; it is impossible to rewove if. See 
here ”"—showing his right hand, covered 
with the design of a ship—“ I had a gather- 
ing here sume time and put a 
ou that ate away the skin. When new 
skin came there was the design as plain as 
ever. I've made as much as ~ in one day. 
I’ve the business for the last twenty- 
five years.”

Ed Maxwell Lynched.

DURAND, ‘Vis., Nov. 19.—At a quarter past 2 
o’clock this afternoon Ed Maxwell, alias WIII- 
jams, was hung in the court-house yard here. 
His examination was to have taken place this 
forenoon. He stated that he should waive ex- 
amination, but the matter was postponed till 2 
o'clock in the afternoon. The fact that he was 
not at once sent back to Menomonee xave rise 
to the suspicion that there was a movement to 
be made to take him away from the officers. 
From about noon until 2 o’ciock 

THE PEOPLE 
from the surrounding country came into Du- 
rand by squads, and at 2 o’ciock the court- house 
yard and court-room were thronged with men 
and women. The prisoner made a statement, 
confessing the shooting of the Coleman brothers, 
and what he claimed to be the facts 
Connected with the affair, and that he should 
cluim that it was done in self-defense. Imme- 
diately thereafter a rope was thrown over his 
neck. He made a feeble but momentary effort 
to release himseif, but was instantly jerked 
down, then through the aisle down the stairway 
to the ground. and 
DRAGGED TO A TREE 
afewrods distant,and the rope was thrown 
over a hb and Ed Maxwell left swinging be- 
tween earth and heaven. It appears that the 
lynching was preconcérted and arranged, and. if 
not participated in by the masses, received their 
tacit consent. Tue widow of Charles Coleman 
and Heury Coleman and bis wife were present 
and witnessed the rescuing of Maxwell from the 
vustody of the law. So rapid were the move- 
ments of the vigilantes that death from strang- 
ulation ensued before they reached the tree. 
THERE IS INTENSE EXCITEMENT 

at Durand, and even those who do not approve 
of the summary method by which he was exe- 
cuted do not give expression to their disap- 
proval. There doubtiess was no more burdened 
criminal in the land. and his statements and 
manner of making them showed him to be ut- 
terly void of all mora! faculties. .

Mye-Witmess’ Statement of 
Lynching. a 

Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tridune. 

Sr. PAUL, Minn., Nov. 20.—I send you the story 
of an eye-witness of the culminating of the 
Maxwell tragedy at Durand, Wis. A Pioneer- 
Press reporter joined Maxwell when he passed 
through St. Paul, rode with bim in the cars to 
Menomonee, spent part of Friday night with 
bim, followed in a buggy the vehicle that took 
bim and the Sheriff to Durand, and assisted at 
the examination this morning. and was preseut 
at She tragic termination of the legal proceed- 
ings at 2 o’clock this afternoon. Durand is 
twenty miles by a _ frightful road a from 
the nearest telegraph oflice, and the full 
account was not transmitted until at an early 
hour this morning. The following is the dis- 
patch: : 

THE ACCOUNT OF THE LYNCHING. 

Dona xp. Wis., Nov. 19.—Edward Maxwell to- 
day waived examination before an earthly 
Judge, and in ten minutes after was summoned 
before the Eternal Judge. He was hung by a 
crowd of excited citizens of Dunn and Pepin 
Counties at 2:15 p. m. in the presence of at least 
500 people, among whom were the widow, chil- 
dren, and brother ot one of bis victims. This 
morning between 9 and 10 o'clock be 
seat for your reporter, who, arriving at 
the cell he left the evening before, 
fourd a gaping crowd peering through the bars, 
and in the vell proper several persons talking to 
Ed, whose 

SHACKLES HAD BEEN TAKEN OFF 
that he might walk up and down and relieve his 
limbs of numbness. He took me into a corner 
and said: I haven't any friends here. I guess 
I baven’t many anywhere, but you don't seem 
particularly hostile, and I would like to ask you 
what you think about my waiving an examina- 
tion. They told me I was to be examined 
at 9 oclock this morning. but now 
I hear the District- Attorney says 
he won't be ready until 2 o'clock this afternoon. 
I guess if I waive a hearing he won't have much 
to get ready, What do you think about it?” I 
told bim a prolonged bearing could do him no 
good, and he then said, * I've made up my mind, 
then. But 
I WILL MAKE A STATEMENT ABOUT THE 
MURDER 
before I leave the court-room.” We had some 
further conversation, and I left him, promising, 
at his request, to see him lauter. The jall—a 
common two-story frame house. with iron grat- 
ings at the windows and wooden ones inside, a 
flimsy, insecure structure throughout—stands on 
a little eminence about a block anda half from 
the court-house. The latter is surrounded 
by a large vard, in whicu are several small and 
one Large tree, one with a projecting limb reach- 
ing to the walls of the bud. When I reacned 
the yard I touud a number of people therein, all 
talking about Maxwell, and ali waiting patient- 
ly, thoygh it was far from warm and there was 
several inches of snow oa the ground. for 
A SIGHT OF THE PRISONER 

when he should be brought out for bis prelimin- 
ary examination. Most of those gathered there 
seemed like farmers or tumbermen from out of 
town, and there was a fair sprinkling of women 
and children. As the minutes passed the crowd 
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they wouldn't be hunting Sunday. 
. 80 WE KNEW THEY WERE APTER US, 
and kept a sharp lookout. When they got past 
us they started to run. Then we got over the 
fence and followed them up the road, thinking 
we were surrounded and caugbtinatrap. We 
bad not gone but a short distance before we 
met them, and the one nearest the fence (Micbon 
Coleman) fired first, nis shot hitting Lon in the 
face and arm. Charley ‘fired at me, and! at 
him in a second later. His shot struck my arm, 
and he fell to my bullet, but got on his 
knee and fired again. Lon had shot the other 
one before that, and both were down. We then 
turned and ran.” Ail this was delivered ina 
conversational tone, as if it were a recital of the 
most ordinary adventure, and I could see as the 
story progressed that the spectators were edging 
nearer and nearer to nim. He had scarcely fin- 
ished—indeed, I am inclined to think he was 
about to continue—when with a grow! like a 
wild beast 
A DOZEN MEN SPRANG ON HIM. 
Women shrieked as the melée grew greater, and 
it was impossible to teil for a moment what was 
being done. The officers made resistance, but 
nota very determined one, and in less than a 
minute the prisoner was dragged through the 
yelling crowd to the door. A rope had made its 
appearance as if by magic, and when be reached 
the outer door the noose was round his neck. 1 
caught one glimpse of his face as he was 
going down the stairs. It was as pale as 
marble, but his eyes glared defiance, and every 
look betokened the agonizing wish: It I bad 
but my Winchester and a second's freedom,,’ 
but arms and freedom Omnipotence alone could 
have given him. The,crowd, the initiative hay- 
ing been taken, was 
WILD WITH PASSION. 
Hang him!’ Choke bim!“ * Burn him,” ete., 
etc., were heard on all sides, and if pity was feit 
by a single creature its expression was not 
beard. It took minutes to write this, it took sec- 
onds only to reach the tree I spoke of above. The 
end of the rope was over the projecting bough 
in an instant, and a shuddering sob went up 
from tne onlookers as the body of the desperado 
was jerked into the air, a score of willing hands 
tugging at the other end of the rope. There were 
a few spasmodic clutches of the ironed hands, 
the feet were drawn up once or twice, and then 
the head fell over with that sickening droop fa- 
miiier to all who have ever witnessed such a- 
death, and 
ALL WAS OVER. 
The cord of the rope was made fast, the crowd 
dispersed in the awsome silence that fell after 
the deed was done, and the body, so full of mus- 
cular energy a few moments before, swung to 
and fro in the cold wind, the driftimg snow ever 
and anon hiding it in its drifting rush. Maxwell 
died as he had lived, a desperate man, but en- 
dowed with an amount of physical courage rare 
indeed, and filled with a restiess energy that 
preferred crime to inaction. The sentiment 
here is, of course, divided on the question of the 
right or the wrong of the lynching. Most all 
aver that if there had been any decent chance 
of meting out ample punishment to Maxwell by 
law the sommary mode would not dave been 
pursued, while others 


DEPRECATE THE WHOLE AFFAIR, 

and say its effect will only be evil. One thing is 
certain. The people of Durand had very little 
to do with tne affair. Of the arrivais from out 
of town, many of them were blue or red shirted 
lumbermen. I do not believe either that there 
was any concert of action beyond a circie of 
five or six, who knew, however, that they had 
only to commence to receive ample support If 
the District- Attorney bad not put off the exam- 
ination till this afternoon, but had held it at 9 a. 
m., as first intended, Maxwell would in all prob- 
ability be alive in Menomonee Jail at this mo- 
ment. Kuigut intended, he says, to take him to 
Menomonee on Monday, and the team that 
brougbt him bere yesterday was heid across the 
river for his return. 


The Murder of the Colemans. 

The murder of the two Coleman brothers by 
the desperate Williams boys is still fresh in the 
memory of those who read of the crime, and 
their meeting with the desperadoes at Durand 
on tne evening of Monday, July 10, is well 
remembered. The skin of the Williams 
brothers in the use of firearms resulted 
in the death of the brave Colemans, who had 
started out to capture them, and on the dead 
body of Milton Coleman was found a bilood- 
soaked postal-card, signed by J. O. Anderson, 
Sheriff of Henderson County, bearing a descrip- 
tion of the two desperadoes who were wanted 
in Henderson County for horse-stealing. The 
card also bore the following words, writ- 
ten in read: “Go prepared. They 
are desperadoes and will resist arrest. It was 
this letter card that directed the Colemans to 
their death. 

THE STORY OF THE CRIME 
is well known, and Sheriff Anderson, who spent 
some time with the party in pursuit of the crim- 
mals, said he was determined to hunt down the 
murderers, as the victims were in a measuse per- 
forming bis orders when they were shot. His 
story of the Williams brothers is as follows: 


THE TRUE NAME 
of the family is Maxwell. and they have adopted 
the name of Williams for use in Minnesota. Just 
about the commencement of the Civil War the 
father and mother and the two sons—one of 
whom was at the time a mere child—arrived in 
Fulton County, Llinois, and represented 
themselves as refugees. Tne father rent- 
ed a small farm and cultivated it. 
In 1874 the family moved to Wash- 
burn, Woodford County, thence to Lexing- 
ton, McLean County, and thence to Colchester, 
McDonough County. The son Edward was de- 
tected in petty thieving while in Washburn 
County, and during his residence in Coichester 
he broke into a clothing-store one night and 
took out a $70 sait of clothes which he had pur- 
chased a day or two before and ordered 
done up. He was employea on a farm 
near the town at the time, and the 
proprietor of the store soon found out that he 
was the thief. He went out to the farm. and 
while be was talking with the farmer Ed stole 
his horse and rode rupidiy away. 
THE OFFICERS 

who were after bim for the theft of the suit 
gave chase, but be escaped them. 

Some weeks after this Ed and Lon, the younger. 
brother, went to La Harpe and robbed the 
houses of two farmers, doing it boldly with the 
use of their revolvers. They were foliowed to 
the next town and fuund ina saloon, but they 
brought their revolvers into play again and es- 
caped a second time, The two brothers were 
captured about three weeks afterwards, but Ed 
succeeded in breaking jail. Subsequently he 
was arrested and imprisoned in the Still- 
water Penitentiary. He was sentenced 
to serve a term of six years, while bis brother, 
Lon, was imprisoned for three years. 8

THE most significant incident of the Gui- 
teau trial yesterday was the passage in which 
Scoville, Guiteau’s counsel, remarked that 
they admitted the killing. whereupon Gui- 
teau exclaimed: “Not the killing, your 
Honor; we admit the shooting.“ Most peo- 
ple will regard this remark as an indication 
ot Guiteau’s sanity and shrewdness. He is 
determined to insist upon the quibble that 
the President died a victim of malpractice— 
an old expedient of criminal lawyers. We 
should think the jury can hardly fail to be 
impressed with Guiteau’s sanity as exhibited 
by this steadfast purpose. The single re- 
mark we have quoted ought to go further 
toward establishing Guiteau’s moral respon- 
sibility than all his antics toward convinemg 
the jury of the contrary. But Guiteau has 
two strings to his bow. If he cannot secure 
acquittal on the ground of insanity 
he hopes to irritate the Judge into 
ordering him taken from the court- 
room while the trial proceeds, or into 
some other ruling which will enable him to 
appeal to the court en banc and secure a 
new trial. Guiteau is enough of a lawyer 
and a sufficiently shrewd observer to know 
that public. indignation abates with time, 
and that he will have a better chance to es- 
cape with his life a year hence than he has 
now. Guiteau is evidently sane enough to 
be hanged without compunction.

We print this morning several letters on 
the subject of teaching in the public schools,

One of the difficulties suggested by Tun 
Tripune in obtaining any change in the 
management of the schools was the intense 
conservatism of the teachers asa body, and 
their unwillingness to admit that change was 
needed, or that change would be in any way 
an improvement. This intense conservatism 
has been represented asa stumbling-block in 
the way of any retorm in the methods of 
teaching and in the course of study, and if 
any person has doubted the justice of this 
suggestion a perusal of the letters printed 
this morning from teachers will show how 
they resent any intimation that teachers 
have anything to learn. It was against 
this system of forever traveling the 
old road, and of protesting that teach- 
ers alone are competent to form a 
just opinion as to school matters. 
and the idea that their judgment is alone 
entitled to respect, that Progress entered 
his suggestion that no improvement would 
ever be had in school matters unless it was 
accomplished in spite of the voice of the 
teachers. It was the royal colleges of as- 
tronomy, geography, and navigation that 
pronounced so dogmatically against the 
suggestions of Columbus. They were mas- 
ters of the science, and how could the penni- 
less Italian know more than these venerable 
men whose lives had been devoted to the 
study? Why should ordinary mortals who 
have never taught school undertake to sug- 
gest to the college of public-school] teachers 
anything in the way of improvement? Dick- 
ens was threatened with personal castiga- 
tion and vindictive damages for suggesting 
that there might be an improvement in the 
schools of Yorkshire, and it is within the 
memory of man that flogging with a whip 
was abolished in the public schools of Chi- 
cago against the strenuous protests of 
the teachers, ladies and gentlemen, 
who thought their professional judg- 
ment ought to be final in the matter. 
Teachers are no exception to the general 


rule that professions owe whatever progress 


they may make to pressure from without, 
and not from within, and hence the unanim- 
ity with which they stand by the old system 
and to the old beaten paths is natural. 

Tue TrRisune and its correspondent, 
“ Progress,”’ suggested certain remedies for 
certain defects in the “graded system” of 
teaching, but the answers made by the letters 
this morning are all to the effect that the de- 
fects in the system have never existed, and 
do not now exist; and that, if they did exist, 
instead of being defects, they would be evi- 
dences of the excellence of the system, and 
furnish strong reasons why they should be 
perpetuated, and why any hand extended to 
“reform” them should be paralyzed as an in- 
terference with things too holy for unsancti- 
fied laymen to touch, Argument with this 
class of persons is useless. If there are no 


defects in the graded system, then it is use- 


less to change it, and, when it is claimed that 
there can be no improvement in the system, 
then argument is exhausted.

We desire particularly, however, to call 
attention to the difficulty of selecting a jury 
in the case of murder or other serious case 
of felony where the offense has been com- 
mitted under peculiarly aggravated or sen- 
sational circumstances, leading to a general 


discussion ot the facts by the public and 


through the newspapers, and when every 
intelligent or reading member of the com- 
munity has heard and read something of the 
case. In this State it has been determined 
that every man accused of murder is en- 
titled to be tried by a fair and impartial 
jury, and that no man can be a fair or im- 
partial juror who has conversed with others 
or who has read the statements and the evi- 
dence on the preliminary investigations, and 
on what he has heard or read has formed 
an opinion as to the guilt or innodence ot 
the accused. Under such an interpreta- 
tion of the law there are but few in- 
telligent persons in a community where 
reading the newspapers is universal who 
have not, and that, too, with wholly unpreju- 
diced mind, formed an opinion on what 
they have heard or read. The result has 
been that where such a construction of law 

prevails it is almost an impossibility to select 
a jury who are not disqualified to serve in 
any case which has become in any way noto- 
rious. This ruling of the Lilinois Court pre- 

vails more or less in halt the States of the 
country, hence the frequency with which the 
public are startied by verdicts rendered by 
juries where persons will falsely bring them- 
selves within this qualification, or who from 
lack of intelligence or indifference to current 
events do really come within the limitations, 
and thus ignorantly, though honestly, give 
felony a wider scope of tolerance than is 
consistent with law, justice, or publicsafety. 
Under this decision of the Lilinois Court it 
would have been an utter impossibility to 
have obtained a jury in Chicago to try the 
Guiteau case, and yet, under the ruling of a 
very able and accomplished Judge, holding 
court at the very seat of the crime, a fair 
and impartial jury was selected without dif- 
ficulty. Judge Walter S. Cox, at the very 
opening of the case, stated to the counsel on 
both sides thatin the examination of jurors 
no man should be rejected because of any 
feeble impression on his mind, because if 
that rule was correct the result would follow 
that the most illiterate and uninformed per- 
sons would be deemed the best jurors.

COALITION OF GERMANY, AUSTRIA, AND 


ITALY. 
Berlin Correspondence London Times, Nov. 4. 

The Novoe Virémya, in estimating the 
probable results of the visit of King Hum- 
bert to Vienna and of a meditated visit to 
Berlin, says: “The coalition of Germany, 
Austria, and Italy shakes the peace of Eu- 
rope. A general European war did not im- 
mediately follow the Russo-Turkish cam- 
paign only because the Powers of Europe 
were so isolated that not one of them could 
count upon the suvport of its nearest neigh- 
bor, but, on the contrary, was afraid of being 
attacked from the rear. War hung over the 
heads of nations at the moment when Lords 
Beacousfield and Salisbury thought of 
drawing England into the Austro-German 
alliance. The good sense of Englishmen 
and the Gladstone party, however, upset a 
combination so fatal for the welfare of the 
whole of Europe. But it has been resusci- 
tated in a new form. Italy now takes the 
place of E»gland in the triple coalition. Cer- 
tainly, Italy cannot be compared with En- 
gland, but on the European Continent Italy 
isa much more valuable ally for Germany 
and Austria. Italy will allow these Powers 
to carry out their offensive policy in the East 
and South without the least constraint. ‘The 
English would perhaps be exneting and per- 
ndious allies, deserting their friends in dis- 
tress in the most unblushing manner; which 
desertion even a mere change of Ministry 
might suffice to accomplish, and then in case 
of success the English would lay 
claim to a very great part of the 
spoil, Thealliance of Italy is much more 
profitable to Germany. Ilowever insiguifi- 
cant may be her military strength, Italy as- 
sures the rear of Austria, and represents an 
offensive army on tne side of France. Italy, 
in the eyes ot Germany and Austria, is equal 
to two armies. As to their cunning, the 
Italjans are not fools, but they are valuable 
just because nearly every misfortune of the 

orthern Powers must also affect Italy, 
whereas Englishmen on their invulnerable 
isiand ure not touched by the defeats of 
Austria or Germany, and can — turn 
them to their own advantage. n the 
event of success, Germany and Austria 
will satisty the demands of Italy without 
prejudice to their own interests. The ccali- 
uon of Germany, Austria, and Italy essen- 
tially changes the face of Europe. ‘The alli- 
ance of these three great Powers, mutually 
covering the flanks of each other, and with 
millions of arwed men at command, cannot 
fail to arouse the martial and aggressive in- 
stincts of their Government, and popular rep- 
resentation among them is not yet capable of 
exhibiting that amount of strength which it 
vught to have in such a case. However in- 
sinuatingly official writers may talk of the 
the veaceful and defensive meaning of the 
alliance between Germany, Austria, and 
Italy, this coalition will be a threatening one, 
the advance trench of an offensive policy and 
the messenger of war.“

THE AMERICAN NOVEL. 


Not Wet Appeared— 
the Phiiosophical 


Its Heroine Has 
Lecture Before 
Society, 

Miss Helen E. Starrett lectured before the 
Chicago Philosophical Society in Apollo Hall 
last evening on the theme of “ The Heroine 
of the Great American Novel.“ There was 
a large attendance, and an interesting 
discussion on the subject of woman's sphere in 
modern society followed the lecture. Miss 
Starrett said the reason why the great American 
novel had not yet been written was because the 
artist or writer with sufficient ability to 
create the ideal American beroine had not yet 
appeared. The heroine must be an ideal and 
lofty une, with a strong individuality, and aris- 
ing trom the present advanced forms 
of society and character of civilization, 
New forms of living demanded new deals. 
The ideal government of the day was 
a democraticone. The ideal man, the one who 
looked upon every other man as his brother and 

bis cehbaracter and spirit was what 
to command the es- 

thusiastic admiration and love of the 
Nation. Woman's sphere had changed 
in its relation to society. The old ideal was ibe 
woman who staid at home. In the inercasing 
competition of life a very large cluss of women 
could not stay at home. Home life had ceased 
to be the ideal life. The most important 
and revolutionary chango in the relation of 
woman to socie.y was her higber educacion. It 
had created a vastly enlarged capacity for doing 
something. The question was, how were edu- 
catea women to be related to the world of action 
and intiuence. Stability of character came from 
continuity of action toward some detinit pur- 
pose. The problem seemed to be a monetary 
due. Itshould be made a noble aud elevating 
one as far as women were concerned. She 
should be made to feel that her services were 
worth something; that she need uot be ashamed 
of work and was the peer of her employer. 
Years and seutimen: were incompatibie with the 
advanced sphere from which the ideal heroine 
must be taken. The woman must be created 
first. The heroine should be one who achieved 
ahigh estate solely through ber owa efforts 
and by an intelligent study of the 
social problem; a woman that, profiting by 
experience, overcoming obvstacies, maintaining 
a pure and womanly fe and uature, yet hav- 
ing a tenacity of purpose and an intense indi- 
viduality, should achieve position, means, and 
influence that would not only gratify berselt 
and friends, but would be an ekampie to her as- 
piring sisters. 


DISCUSSION, 

Mies Rice took issue with the lecturer. She 
thought the ideal woman would not be alto- 
gether devoted to mouey-getting. The sphere 
of the true heroine was outside of that. In 
creat the model of the heroine it must 
nut forgotten that women were 
different from men in every way. 
They were sought, instead of going to seek. 
They were physically weaker. ‘They were 
created to be wives and mothers. A girl could 
not start in life with a fixed purpose as a boy 
could. She could not foresee what might come 
to her. What women were was owing to a great 
extent to the men, They were more advanced 
in America than in Europe, because men 
were more liberai and generous and the insti- 
tutions consequentiy more democratic here. 
It took a good class of women to produce a good 
stock of men. Men were not 1 unless 
women were generous to them, The deal woman 
would love ber husband and children just as 
weil as now, and perba more wisely. Sue 
would make her bome just as beautiful and 
happy, and be just us a companion and not 
quite so wuch of a servant as formerly.

East-Bound Freight Statement 
for the Past Week. 


Collapse ofthe Wilmington Bridge 
on the Alton. 


Serious Damage Inflicted.on Many of the 
Roads by the Heavy Rains. 


No Change in the Eastern Freight War 
—4 Beduction in Provision Bates 
Probable. 

No change occurred in the eastern freight 
war durigg the past week. The situation re- 
mains about the same as at the end of the pre- 
vious week. Neither was there a change in rates 
nor anincreasein the volume of east-bourd 
shipments, All the lines, including those owned 
by Vanderbilt, charge an open rate of 20 cents 
on grain from Chicago to New York, and 25 cents 
on provisions, but it is generally understood that 
certain shippers cana get lower figures, It is known 
that the Vanderbilt lines have been taking provi- 
sions quite freely from some of tbe large ship- 
pers at 20 cents per 100 pounds, and the beavy 
grain shipments by the two Vanderbilt roads 
during the past week would indicate that the 
grain rates have also beencut. The fact is that 
really there are no regular freight rates, and the 
roads take freight at the best rates they can 
get. The principal competition is ou provisions, 
which is about the only article which goes for- 
ward. There is no Eastern or Euro 
demand for grain, and shipments would not 
incre muco if tne rates were ever 60 
low. ere is a movement on foot among the 
anti-Vanderbilt roads to put provisions into 
eighth class, the same as grain, which would re- 
duce the provision rates tive ceuts, making 
them cents per 100 pounds, Chicago to New 
York. They mean to do this because the Van- 
derbilt rvada, it ia claimed, have been taking 
provisions at this rate all along, and conse- 
queptly got away with the bulk of the business. 

Navigation is now virtually at an end, an 
with this competition out of the way rail 
shipments East should largelv increase. But 
instead of an increase there bas been a decrease 
during the past two weeks, and there are no 
prospects that business will soon improve. It is 
this scareity of Lusiness More than anything else 
that keeps up the present war and prevents the 
roads from establishing and maintaining paying 
rates. if there was plenty of business, rates 
would have been restored before now. but, as it 
is, the railroads will have to take business 
at such figures as will move it, or 
keep their cars idie, which they cannot 
afford to do. The prospects for higher and 
steadier rates dur ng the winter are therefore 
rather slim and the likelihood is that the war 
will be kept up throughout the winter, and be- 
fore the contest ig over several of the weaker 
lines will find themselves in the ditch or in the 
hands of their stronger competitors, 

The total shipments of grain, tlour, and pro- 
visions by the six Eastern lines from this city 
for the week ending Nev. amount- 
ed to 40,063 tons, aguinst 40.255 tons 
for the week previous, an increase dufing the 
week of 7 tons. Both this and last week the 
Lake Shore & Michigan Southern carried alone 
one-third of the total shipments from this city, 
and this road and the Michigan Central together 
earried over one-balf of the total shipments, 
which is positive proof that the Vanderbilt roads 
are not Maintaining the %-cent tarilf on provis- 
ions, as they are trying to make the public be- 
lieve. These rates are five cents higner than 
the regular tariff rates of their competitors, and 
no one will suppose fora moment that shippers 
will pay the Vanderbilt roads tive cents per 100 
more than other lines, in order to thus testity to 
their love and esteem for Vanderbilt. It bas 
always been found that shippers will send their 
goods by those lines that give them the best 
rites, no matter how small or weak those lines 
may be, or whether they like them or not. It ia, 
therefore, quite safe to assume that the Vander- 
bilt lines managed to get away with the bulk 
of east-bound business because they were lower 
rates than their competitors.

CHICAGO PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 


Letter from Mr. James Hannan, Prin- 
cipai of the L« Salle School. 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune. 

La Satie School. Caicaeo, Nov. 19.—1 
venture to profess some interest in some of 
your recent discussions of educational mat- 
ters in this city. I feel that your criticisms 
and those which you have fathered are some- 
what harsh. I have been for nearly twelve 
years employed in Chicago as Principal of a 
grammar school, that having also a full pri- 
mary department. I have been in sympathy 
with the work going on, and accustomed to 
regard the schools and school system of the 
city very highly. I am not satisfied that 
there is any just basis for the charges that 
THE TRIBUNE and Progress make against 
them, against their teachers, and against 
“ wachers and Superintendents” in general. 


I propose, therefore, with your permis-: 


sion, and in accordance with your invitation, 
to ocenpy a portion of your space in the dis- 
cussion of these three tovics. I am aware 
that, in alleging your invitation, I am tech- 
nically amenable to a charge of being mis- 
taken; for you only stated that the columns 
of THE TRIBUNE are open for the agitation 
of the subject of reform in methods of edu- 
cation.“ And you have hinted that “simply 
denying and special pleading will not suf- 
fice.” But I am sure that in this matter you 
did not merely mean that the constitutional 
gtumbiers and educational “cranks” of the 
community should makea display of them- 
selves for the amusement of your readers. 1 
assume that you would like to secure an 
honest discussion of the points involved, 
and that you will not, upon reflection, pro- 
nounce an adequate denial a bad defense to 


a serious accusation. 
L—The first charge to be considered is, that 


| in the graded schools of Chicago pupils are 


“kept back ”’—bright pupils must wait for 
dull ones. It is a very familiar charge. 
There are a great many teachers in this coun- 
try Who never saw a graded school in 
the world, but who can be depended on to 
make i, whenever “graded school” is 
mentioned, as promptly as Tristam Shandy’s 
used to commence that story abuut the siege 
of Namur. Ido not remember, however. to 
have ever heard it more plainly stated than 
in your editorial of last Sunday on “Keep 
ing Back Pupils at the Public Schools.” You 
speak of “training a class of sixty-fuur 
pupils, under the idea that they will all 
progress alike,” and that each shall de for- 
ever tled to the same class, and never be 
advanced” “until he equais the whole 
class and until the whole class equais 
him.” If you had only introduced a “ Pro- 
erustean bed you would have touched the 
sensibilities of many, without detracting in 
any degree from the sense or truthfulness of 
the accusation. Being barred from “ simply 
deny.“ you will pardon me for intro- 
fnew for the information of honest seekers 

the truth of this mater sume cognate 
— of personal knowledge and exyeri- 


pupil of mine in the Kinzie School, whom I 
specially remember ax passing through feur 
of these awful grades in two years, called 
on me. She reported that she left 
the Kinzie when in the seventh — r entered 
the North Division High School from the 
Ogden School, in due time completed the two 
years’ course, was then examined fur a teach- 
er, went back to the High School, staid 
two years longer, completing the four years’ 
course last June, and is now teaching with- 
out pay because she has not yet reached the 

1 minimum age of a Chicago 

rer. 

I have no reason to believe that my expe- 
rience in these matters is at all singular. I 
have never, to my knowledge, lost caste with 
the teachers and Superintendents” on ac- 
count of educational heresy. My school, in 
occasional comparative tests, has never 
ranked lower on account of these practices 
than was compatible with the intellectual 
atmosphere of the district. I believe that, in 
reference to these matters, every principal 
in the city can give similar testimony from 
his own experience. I will leave you, Mr. 
Editor, to select the proper epithet to desig- 
nate the accusation made by Progress“ 
and repeated by THe TRIBUNE that bright 
pupils are “kept back in the schools of 
this city. 

Now as to examinations for promotion. 
Your remarks conceruing them are wislead-» 
ing. Itis true that there are (not always 
“five or six) standard studies. It is not 
true that pupils are required to do equally 
well in ali of them It is exuected 
that pupils will give reasonable atteution 
to the standard studies, day by day. and do 
reasouably well on them in examination. 
Many principals require pupils to reacha 
minimum of tifty (on a scale of 100) on these 
studies. I have not in twelve years rejected 
or kept back a puvil whose general aver- 
age on all his studies gave reasonable assur- 
auce of safe and profitable work in the next 

rade. That is the fight test, and permit me 

assure your readers that is the actual test 
in Chicago. Every principal is at liberty, 
and in fact instructed, to use his discretion 
in this matter. and itis a part of the “sys- 
tem” to do so. You will see that your one 
witive recommendation—to-wit: that pupils 
allowed to go on with favorit studies— 
would make no serious alterauon of matters. 
It merely impeaches the wisdom of that com- 
mon consent which has recognized certain 
studies as standurd, ‘There is now power to 
excuse a pupil from any study for cause. 
The course you suggest would apparen ly re- 
sult in gratifying a few probably unreason- 
able whims of a few undisciplined or other- 
wise spoiled children. So it seems to me your 
lament for the very remarkable boys whocan 
arithmetic in “one 
equally remarkable 
who could go through their 
English grammar in a few months,” 
and the really wonderful pupils who can 
sufficiently study the history ot the United 
States in one term” is wasted upon the 
desert air when we remember that this apt- 
ness and quickness enables them to make 
greater progress in the remaining studies, as 
bas already been shown. 1 trust enough 
has been said on this topic to show that 
your criticisms and those of Progress“ 
touching it are based upon an erroneous ap- 
prehension of the facts.

to be necessary to cut off some 810.000 from 
the annual running expenses. It was seri- 
ously provosed to close the Iligh-Schbol for 
the time being and to“ break up”’ the system 
by dismissing certain special teachers. The 
teachers promptly stepped into the breach, 
and offered % donate a week’s work each to 
the city in order at once to save the $10,000, 
and to preserve intact what they supposed to 
be excellent and necessary features of the 
schools. Of course I do not cite these things 
to meet any very direct charge you make 
agaiust the teachers and Superintendents,” 
but to show that they are capable of making 
sacrifices, and have the spirit to deny them- 
selves vastly more than you seem to think 
in order to save or to improve the schools. 
Another fact that fairly indivatesa very high 
standard of character among the teachers of 
this city is the absence of scandals. Consid- 
er.ng the weakness of human nature and the 
fact that so wany teachers (the number is 
now not far from 1,000) have been employed 
for years. and that no scandal among them 
has ever shocked the moral sense of our 
people, it isan infallible indication of the 
prevalence of avery exalted and exemplary 
moral character. 

‘There is another thought that may be men- 
tioned with propriety here. Progress” and 
yourself have left the impression on wy mind 
that you wished to convey to your readers 
the suggestion that che teachers and Super- 
intendente of the city were not auxious to 
improve the schools.

Mr. Lecitus Weinschenk on Popular 
Education. 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune. 

CuicaGo, Nov. 19.—The American people 
claim to rank among the most enlightened 
and educated nations upon the globe. 
Though we may be excelled by older nations 
in some of the higher branches, as music 
and fine art, we nevertheless boast that our 
knowledge is based upon a broad and com- 
prehensive princivie, and has advanced the 
cause of civilization far more than that of 
our European contemporaries. But, amidst 
all this boasted progress, it may be well for 
us to step down from our proud eminence 
for a moment, and squarely meet the ques- 
tion as to whether there is not room for vast 
improvement in our educational sys 
tom. It behooves us to consider 
the relations of this system to our 
Commonwealth, to consider what shall be 
the fate of our ma jestie Ship of State as she 
pluws through the dashing waves of pulitic- 
al turmoil unless some needed reforms are 
made. 

It is a fact undisputed that the American 
people have at all times gravely considered 
their educational interests. They have suc- 
ceeded in ouilding up vast systems 
of public instruction, where the rudi- 
ments of common knowledge is taught 
to all, irrespective of race or condition. 
But it remains for us to consider 
what shall be the limit to the education given 
thus liberally by the State. On che one hand 
we are told that it is the duty of the Com- 
mon weath to provide only the rudiments and 
to leave the instruction in the higher branches 
to private speculation and to be pursued 
by those only whe may be se fortunate as to 
be financialiy able so to do. While on the 
other hand we hear with thrilling accents 
and loud procalmation that the State as 
sume control of all educational matters, not 
ouly the kindergarten and primary, but the 
academies, universities, and colleges—in fact, 
to educate the masses to any profession 
which way be chosen; thus to render it pos- 
sivie fur that great class of young wen who 
have ability and intellectual power but 
— purses to acquire that knowledge fur 
which they so eagerly strive.

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This’ Week of Two Important 
Public Galleries Totes from 


Another Permanent 


The fact that private capital individual 


enterprise are rapidly entering the fleld et art 
in Chicago is an encouraging sign of a general 


awakening and a promise of such a develop- 
ment of artistic knowledge end taste as will 
ere Jong give to this great metrepotie the same 
prominence as an art centre that she has 
reached in matters purely commercial. It is 
scarcely six months since the opening here of 
the first permanent gallery Chicago has bad 
since the fire of October, 1871—the Lydian Gal- 
lery—and tne success of that project in attract - 
ing visitors and in bringing about the sale of ex- 
ceilent pictures by artists of high standing has 
been in the highest degree encouraging. The 
fact has been amply demonstrated that Chicago 
people need not go away from bome in order to 
buy good pictures, and with it the fact 
that good pictures can de brought 
bere and sold at good prices. Soat- 
tered all through the vast region tributary 
to Chicago are to be found people in constantly 
increasing numbers who have become sufficient- 
ly wealthy to be able to turn their attention to- 
ward adorning their homes with works of art, 
and there is no good reason why Chicago should 
not supply this growing demand. It is undoubt- 
edly true that the absence of any free gallery 
for the display of theartistic productions of 
America and Europe, as well as the absence of 
any institution for free imstruction in art, 
Operates in some degree as a bar to the success 
of this city asa distributing point for art pro- 
ductions—a bar which exists to tne shame of 
Chicago and ber wealthy citizens; but the ori- 
vate galleries and schools, with their low rates 
of admission and tuition, cando much toward 
overcoming this disadvantage for the present, 
and are worthy of encouragement and su pport 
at the hands of the public. The latest candidate 
for favor lu this regard is the American Art 
Gallery, an institution just fitted up ata con- 
siderable expense, and tobe thrown open this 
week, in the Central Musio-Hall Building. Close- 
ly following comes the Cosmos, an art resort 
located in Haverly’s Theatre building, the open- 
ing of which is set for Thursday, Nov. 24. 

As directly bearthg upon the question of de- 
veloping art in Chicago, a communication givea 
below should command attention. The writer, 
who is evideatiy an enthusiast with a practical 
vein, urges that In devising plans for the erag- 
tion of a Public Library building in Dearborn 
Park provision sbould be made for a free art 
gallery and a free school of instruction in art. 
It is argued that there is ample room in Dear- 
born Park to combine a Museum and School of 
Art with the Public Library, and that the pros- 
pect of obtaining funds by private contribution 
forsuch an institution would be greatly en- 
hanced by the addition of the proposed art de- 
partment. That such an institution would con- 
fer lasting honor and distinction upon our city 
no one can for a moment doubt, and the subject 
is one which should commend itself to the se- 
rious consideration of Chicago's wealthy and 
public-spirited citizens.

per cent, many of them 40, and several over 50 
per cent, Give the D—1 bis due, Mr. R.—Ep.] 
This reduction, whea made by the court, is the 
highest rent that the landlord can lawfully ex- 
act for fifteen years. In one or two cases the 
landlord has been forbidden to compel the ten- 
ant, as has generally been done, to pay the full 
county “ cess,” or tax, instead of one-half, as 
the old law req This is not a reduction of 
rent; it is an offelal publication of tne fact that 
hitherto the landlords have been defying the 
law of the land, 

The legal expenses of the tenantin the first 
case adjudicated amounted to one-third of the 
total amount of the reduction for fifteen years! 
If the lendiord chooses to appeal to, and the 
tenant contest in, a superior court, his law- 
‘costs will consume, in the most favorable cir- 
¢éumstances, theentire amount of the reduction. 
The only safety of the tenants lies in the fact 
that so many of the Irish landiords are living 80 
close to bankruptcy that they may prefer to ac- 
cept a reduction thus made than to contest it in 
a higher court, with the possibility that it might 
be confirmed, and with the certainty that the 
tenant would pay no more; and that also, if he 
were evicted, no other tenant would take his 
farm. 

GRIFFITH’S VALUATION. 

The Lana Courts, as a rule, are reducing the 
rents so that they approximate “Griffith's valu- 
ation.“ [In may cases they are much lower.— 
Ep.) This is the Government estimate of the 
letting value of the farm and houses of Ireland 
for the purposes of taxation. It is called 
Griffith’s vaiuation because the first general 
valuation during this generation was made by 
Sir Richard Grif§th. 

For the purpote of taxation, with some excep- 
tions, it is a fair valuation. but as a standard of 
rent it is an infamous exaction. For, in Ireland,

The city editor then said that the 
reporter would shortly. be in, but in the 
meantime he would like to know if he (Har- 
rison) had not said something to the same 
effect to Ald. Dixon. He then said it was a 
d—d lie, but Dixon had said to him (Harri- 
—— ) that the city editor had told Dixon that 
the Mayor had threatened to take the city 
— from the Zeitung un- 
it supported him. The city ea- 
itor then answered it was a d—d 
lie. During the conversation which 
ensued the Mayor admitted having 
threatened after his election to take the 
printing away unless the Staats-Zeitung 
stopped criticising him, but he meant it only 
as a joke. The City-Hall re * of the 
Staatse-Zeitung having come in the mean- 
nag insisted that the message Teens by 
him to the Stuuts-Zeitung had been currect- 
ly delivered, but he also admitted to the 
Mayor that he (Harrison had used the fol- 
lowing langu ‘Tell Mr. Washington 
Hesing, whom like and who -is my friend, 
think that be cannot make anything by 
abusing me.

The question 
of the city editor, how the Mayor could 
give such an order, after having said in bis 
veto that it was illegal to print advertisements 
in German, enraged the Mayor to such a de- 
gree that he grabbed the per-weight and 
made a wotion as if to strike. The Mayor 
thought better of it, and returned wo the sub- 
ject of the message, and 
make the reporter say 
on the day before had expressed his sorrow 
and indignation to the Mayor at the way in 
which his words were garbied and the man- 
ner in which the paper had abused him. 
The reporter, however, denied having made 


such remarks.

DULL BUT PROMISING. 

As far us actual and tangible results go, the 
past week has been an unusually dull one. The 
ebie: cause of this abnormal lethargy, as it were, 
is no doubt to be found in the generally soaky 
condition of things and the inability, with any 
comfort, to get around. To some of the real- 
estate men the rain was a welcome visitor, but 
only for the roasop that it enabled them tocatch 
up on their accurgulated office business, and to 
prepare for a fresh ouslaugut. There have been 
no stunning transactions, and the weather ana 
other causes have interfered even with the class 
of negotiations with regard to deals of less mag- 
nitude, though of quite respectabie importance. 
There are numbers of these which are in the 
very process of closing up, but which, for that 
very reason, hang fire, and are therefore not 
ip a condition to be noised abroad thrvugh the 
medium of cold type. Itis a somewhat nota- 
bie feature of this dull weck, however, that ne 
inquiries have been more active, and especially 
so with regard to real estate for speculative 
purposes towards the southward, or. ju other 
words, in and around East Chicago. It no longer 
requires argument to persuade intending pur- 
chasers that the future of the region in ques- 

‘tion, now that East Chicago itself is a fact, may 
be regarded as assured. Buyers, too, come up 
to the advanced and advancing prices witha 
sort of matter-of-fact air and a surprising de- 
gree of equanimity which serves as a straw to 
indicate in what coruer the wind sits. Some 
three weeks ago a certain tract of land in 
the northern portion of Hyde Park, 
faside of the same speculative region, was of- 
fered for 63.000. The buyer wouldn't look at it 
then. but during the past week he was willing 
evough to take it at $1,000 and bold it as an in- 
vestment. Sheftield itself having been pretty 
well gobbied up in the sale of the Forsyth tract 
to the East Chicago Improvement Company, 
speculators are keeping a sharp lookout on the 
dirt to the south and east of it, realizing that, as 
Sheffield improves and becomes more and more 
of a fact, so will the land adjacent to and ali 
around it share in the general boom.“ The 
transactions of the week.which came near hav- 
ing the biggest local interest was a fumored pur- 
chase by Brown & Howard, the railroad contract- 
ors, of 800 acres near Clark Station, Iud., south 
of the Calumet River, for $6,000. The rumor 
proved unfounded, so far as they were con- 


cerned, though it holds good with regard to an- 
other party, whose name appears on the retords 
in that section of Hoosierdom, but who ia&gto 
local fame unknown. 

The inquiry for residence property, especially 
on the North Side, is well maintained, though, 
fur the reasons above mentioned, the actual 
number of transactions completed and closed 
out is rather limited. The fact that there is little 
* inside ’’. property to be bad, and the. further 
fact that, when there is any, the brokers know 
just where to take it, bave resulted in a condi- 


tion of things where the in that direc- 
tion are few and far between.

THE BOULEVARDS. 

Mr. Martin J. Russell, of the Board of South 
Park Commissioners, was asked by a TrisuNE 
reporter yesterday as to the probabilities of the 
compietion of the Michigan avenue and Tuirty- 
fifth street boulevards this season. He said that 
the improvements on Thirty-fifth street had 
been compicted from Michigan to Calumet ave- 
nue, and that the eastern biock, between Calu- 
met and South Park avenues, would be complet- 
ed in a week or so, if anything like decent 
weather prevailed. The sidewalks of Trinidad 
asphalt would certainly be finished this season. 

As to Michigan avenue, the sub-material was 
being put in south of Twonty-tifth street, and 
excaviions had been made thence to Twenty- 
ninth street. The contractor who had been 
called in to put in his stock of gravel on Thir- 
tieth street had now gut back to the boulevard, 
and the probability was that the street would be 
completed as far south as Twenty-ninth street 
in a very sbort time, unless a severe frost should 
setin. The sidewalk flagging was neariy com- 
pieted for the whole length of the round. the 
catch-basins were all in, aud the curbing would 
all be in place in two or three Gavs. The planting 
spaces had been properly filled with earth and 
manure, but the sodding wouid not be done un- 
tilearly spring. ‘Tree-planting progressed very 
slowly on account of the bad weather. 

The Washington street boulevard is fast as- 
suming a respectabio shape, and work is being 
doue ever day, notwithstanding the execrabie 
weather that has interfered with outdoor work 
in Chicugo this fall. The five biocks from Hal- 
sted to Carpenter are completed, and the sec- 
ond course of limestone bas been laid as far as 
Ann sireet. From Anu to Union Park the first 
course bas been laid, and from tbe Park to 
Western avenue the road will be covered with 
siag in u few duys. The grading and curbing 
have been completed to Western avenue. All 
tue Strect-crossings, from Haisted to the park, 
are now in good position for the vassage of 
vebicics, and less complaint is heard than 
formerly about the diflculty of crossing. 

The enginecr, Mr. Arey. is of the opinion that 
there is uo better street in the city than that 
part of the boulevard already compieted, and it 
it certainly showed little or no mud yesterday, 
notwithstanding the heavy rain, while vearly all 
the other streets in the vicinity were ankle-deep 
with mud. It is believed the street will be 
completed to Union ark in a few weeks, and 
the whole boulevard finished with the advent of 
spring, provided the winter is not unreasonably 
severe. Frost will not iuterfere with the work. 
but heavy snows might delay it some. There 
are about thirty teams employed in drawing 
material for the work, besides a large force of 
men. 

Ine work of resetti the lamp-posts was 
comimenced yosterday. e trouble with the 
city autborities relative to moving the lamps a 
few feet from the intersections bus evidently 
been settled, as some of the lamp-posts bave 
already been moved to correspond to the plan 
already outlined. There will be o lamps on 
the boulevard. These will be 150 feet apart 
diagonally. 

The coutract for the tree-planting has been 
let to P. S. Peterson, and the work must be done 
by the Ist of March. His coutract is for 00 
white elm strees, from eight to ten inches in 
diameter, and not less than thirty feet ia bight. 
The contract for the flagying bas not been let, 
and probably will not be until spring. A iew of

THE PRICE OF REDEMPTION. 
To the Editor of The Chicago ‘Tribune. 

Cnicaco, Nov. 19.—Marvel not at the caption 
with which | introduce this communication, for 
I aim not to discuss religious creeda, but real 
estate, and this onty so far ad it relates to abuses 
growing out of t ta x-sale troubles, which are 
growing more outrageous as year after year the 
scrambie increases for opportunities to practise 
extortion under the sanction of law. The writer, 
with many other non-residents, bas been in- 
duced to invest moderately in real estate in 
Cook County, and, though not baving an office 
or dweliikg on the premises, I have exerted dili- 
gent care to keep it free from the exorbitant 
penalties which follow the law's delay.“ Iam 
aware that no person can expect to be a proper- 
ty-owner in any municipality. East or West, 
without annual taxation, aud that such owner, 
or agent, is in duty bound to inform bimselif, so 
far as possible. as to the time of assessment and 
payment, together with the consequences of 
neglect to meet the Collector's requ iremenss. 

Concerning the justice or injustice of this 
annual taxation, so far as values or relative 
values are concerned, I propose nocomplaint or 
criticism, knowing that such a field of discus- 
sion and controversy would absorb the entire 
supply of the printer’s paper and patience, 
witbout culminating in satisfaction to anybody. 
That these values are out of all proportuon, and 
require careful readjustment, is a truth gen- 
erally admitted, and the sooner bapbazard 
estimates as a besis for money-raising are dis- 
continued, the better,for the credit of Chicago. 

My purpose just nod is to call attention to the 
special assessment business which in the city 
and suburbs forms the chief aggravation of the 
jaded property-owner. It is no doubt a smart 
thing iu a town, city, or county to resolve that 
it Will contract for no street or other improve- 
ment until the money is in the treasury, and it 
shows powerful executive efficiency and prompt- 
ness to bring the auctioncer’s hammer down on 
the — before the improvement is com- 
wenced, 

Itis likewise a smart thing for the Assessors 
to say, We levy our assessments on property, 
not persons, and care nothing for owncrebip so 
long as a tax-sale will satisfy the Collector's 
Claim.“ These annual sales have become notori- 
ously disreputable, and are not only a flagrant 
injustice to property-owners who have the mis- 
fortune to be in arrears, but a needless sacrifice 
of their interest to a horde of merciless extor- 
tioners who lay in walt at the County-Building 
for the purchase of these claims. 

[ hope lam not impertinentiu the choice of 
adjectives with which to describe these Shy- 
locks of the Exchange,” for, after the past two 
years’ reading in the Chicago papers concerning 
municipal and county pilfering, I have been led 
into this style of thougut and expression. I 
would, of course, beg pardon if knew just 
whom to address: but that is not an easy matter 
to ascertain. tie gave me and I did eat,” set- 
tled Mother Eve's sense of justice and propriety, 
and of course it was no crime against the law to 
bid upon what the County Clerk offered.

Why, then, this unnecessary 
haste on the part of the County Clerk to deed 
away property for perhaps a bundredth part of 
its market value? Bt course it is not the Clerk’s 
option, but why the necessity of such alaw- 
limitation? The City Treasury is safe, the tax- 
brokers happy, or ought to be, and there is no- 
body suffering but the rightful owner, and he 
doesn’t know it. The law supposes him to be 
notified of both the assessment and the for- 
feiture, but he is not so near at band as the tax- 
broker, nor so convenient to find, and it might 
distress bim to receive the information. 

The tax-broker is not on the anxious seat to 
find the owner's address. On the contrary, be 
would have bim in biissful ignorance until after 
the day of redemption, when he can “laugh at 
his calamity and mock when bis fear cometh.”

The semi-dress suit, worn to ail 
entertainments given in the daytime, consists 
of a Prince Albert double-breasted frock coat of 
biack or dark blue twilled cioth, and the vest of 
the sume cloth, cut very high to match the coat. 
The trousers are made of heavy cloth, with 
dark, neat stripes, usually Daving a gray effect, 
but no special color prevails for these. The 
dress suit remains unchanged in sbape, except 
that the coats dre shortened a trifle. Young 
men of fashion now wear this suit to all enter- 
tainmenatsin the evening, putti it on for 6 
o'clock dinners, making evening calls in it, wear- 
ing it to the theatre, where formerly it was sel- 
dom seen, and going thence to recepuons. 
Overcoats are made of Elysians and fur-beaver 
cloths, and are most often sacks, slightly short- 
er than those of last year, but occasionally a 
surtout overcoat is ordered. 


Flatly folded scarfs of satin, with black or very 
dark grounds nearly covered with small intri- 
cate figures in gay colors, are now fasbionable for 
day use. The day scarf, whether laid in folds or 
tied in a bow dy the wearer, must be broad 
enough to fill up all the space inside the neck of 
the vest, and conceal the white shirt front. For 
full dress the narrowly folded white lawn ties 
are chosen; some black satin ties folded in the 
same way are also worn at dinners, etc. 


The shirt fronts chosen for all occasions, for 
dress as well as for general wear, are of plain 
linen of three thicknesses, cut in sbield shape, 
and without any decoration in the way of pleats 
or embroidery. This shirt bosom is never vis- 
ible except with the low-cut fronts of dress- 
coats. when a few tiny tucks or cords nay be 
stichned in the edge, outside of the single 
large stud which is now worn on dress 
occasions. This stud is of hammered gold, or 
plain Etruscan gold, with a jeweled centre: a 
diamond, sapphire, or turquoise is preferred. 
Turned-down collars are aguin restored to favor 
for dress occasions, but are worn very narrow, 
with a small open space that is filled by the small 
bow of the white lawn scart. The Jason collar 
is a popular standing-collar, as it laps slightly 
and does not have sharp points that are uncom- 
fortabie to the wearer. The English collar, 
standing behind and turned over in points in 
front, is still used. There are various other 
standing shapes. Some are like clerical bands; 
some meet without lapping; others leave an 
inch of space open at the throat; anc still others 
have the tops curved at the throat. instead of 
being turned over in points, The cuffs are nar- 
row, square-cornered, and meet without lap- 
ping, so that they may be worn with linked 
sleeve-buttons. 


Tyrol gloves of the fine thick skins of the 
Tyrol goat are now as popular with gentlemen 
as with ladies; they are worn in two-button 
-engths, and are * embroidered on the back 
in the natural buff shades of the skin. Tan- 
colored kid-gioves are the fashionable choice 
for walking and driving, and these have wide 
embroidery ou the back in contrast or in 
self color, and are fastened by two buttons. Men 
of fashion are now very independent about their 
—— wearing them only when waiking or 

riving, omitting them inthe house when pay- 
ing visits and on dress occasions, where they 
are more often carried in the hands than worn 
upon them. 


Fashionable shoes for the atreet are easy-fit- 
ting buttoned gaiters of calfskin, with double 
soles, low heeis, and medium pointed toes; 
sharply pointed toes are not liked by men of 
taste, and are also uncomfortabie. Dress gait- 
ersare of pateut-leather, and some have cioth 
or satin Frangais tips. 


The black silk dress hats worn this winter have 
crowns of decided bell shape from six to six and 
a quarter inches deep, with the brim very much 
rolled on the sides and measuring from one and 
tive-eighths to one and seven-eighths inches in 
width. Undress hats for business and general 
wear are stiff round-crowned Derbys, “with 
broader brims than those lately worn, and 
crowns of medium hight. Light-brown is the 
fashionable color for such bats, but black and 
dark-brown are also worn.

The Produce Markets Active and Weak— 
A General Decline in Bread- 
staffs and Provisions. 


The News from the East Caused Distrust 
of Values and a Desire 
to Sell. 


FINANCIAL. 


The market opened active, with large trans- 
actions—a thing very satisfactory all around. 
The Vanderbilt brokers bid 127 for Northwestern; 
St. Paul was firm, and the Vanderblits generally 
showed no effect from the Boston Bank failure 
of yesterday. It was found, however, that all 
stocks were loaned at 6 per cout, thus showing 
more activity for money likely to occur later in 
the day, and perhaps a lower market. A very 
Prominent bouse in the Vanderbilt interest was 
buying heavily of Lake Shore, while other good 
bouses were selling stocks freely, supposed to 
be for long account. In spite of these contrary 
currents, it began to be believed that the 
market would make a sharp rally before the 
close. After the first hour the tone of it 
continued to improve, as there were 
do stocks pressing for sale; there was 
no excitement in the loan crowd, and 
everything appeared healthy and stronger. 
Suddenly the report came from Boston that the 
Central bad failed. Lively discussion followed 
and a decidedly nervous feeling prevailed. The 
truth transpired that the bank had been or- 
dered closed by the Examiner; but the Direct- 
ors declare they will start a new bank ou Mon- 
day. This promise bad no effect, and the bears, 
taking advantage of the situation, sold the mar- 
ket down freely. But in this raid jt was noticed 
that they only forced down the fancies and the 
Gould stocks. The Vanderbilts were remarka- 
bly steady, and much of what strength the mar- 
ket bad was due to this fact. The Grangers 
were also well sustained. Northwestern, with 
latge transactions, showed a decline of only %, 
and St. Paul weakening but very little. The 
weaker stocks were Northern Pacific, Kansas 
& Texas, Pacific Mail, Peoria, Danville & 
Eastern, Denver & Rio Grande, Texas 
Pacific, and Missouri Pacific. Some of the 
strong stocks also fell off—viz.: Alton, Illinois 
Central, and Chicago, Burlington & Quincy—a 
thing quite sure to occur on a forced market. 
Burlington, however, rallied sharply, and was 
not easy to buy. Toward the close the bears 
seemed content with their work, and the V ander- 
bilts, Northwestern, St. Paul, New York Cen- 
tral, and some others rallied strongly. It is be- 
lieved that the stocks sold for the last day 
or two have gone into strong hands, 
as weak parties do not buy on 
such a market. There was much discussion as 
tothe condition of the future market, some 
thinking it is likely to go lower, while others be- 
lieve bottom prices nave been reached for the 
present. This is of course but the usual gossip. 
The gains for the day were on Michigan Central, 
Kansas & Texas, St. Paul, and Northwestern ‘, 
. and a decline in Omaha and Texas Pacific 
%@2%. Though the decline has been compara- 
tively small for good stocks, the market has had 
teart ul punishment for the past two days, and 
closed feverish.”

If peuple withdraw their money from 
places where it has been hitherto, and particu- 
larly from over-inilated stock, they want to put 
it in something eise, aud nowhere is there less 
danger of loss thun in produce investments. 
The causes which produce distrust in non-pay- 
ing securities are precisely those which shouid 
cause a better demand for breadstuffs and pro- 
visions. 

The conduct of some of the members of the 
Call Board at the afternoon call has become so 
intolerable that the Directors of that institu- 
tion have resolved to adopt some stringent 
mensures for stopping it. Small fines prove to 
be of littie use in preserving order, especially 
as they are often remitted.

The Rains and the Chinch-Bugs. 
St. Paul Pioneer Press. 

Who doubts but that these long-continued 
rains will in the end prove a biessing in some 
way to the farmer? ow, may rot at once be 
apparent, in view of the distress of the present; 
yet we think perbaps that even now we may be 
abie toshow a great good accomplished. Re- 
ports received at this office lead to the belief 
that the greatest enemy the wheat crop has, or 
ever had—viz.: the chinch- bug. is almost, if not 
quite, annibilated. This destructive pest, which 
bas for the past few years devastated Wiscon- 
sin and Northern Iowa and the southeastern 
portion of our own State, has been rap- 
idiy working its way to the northern 
ortions, and the past season obtained such a 

oothold iu Hennepin County as to lead many to 
give up the idea of attempting to raise wheat 
any longer. Once established, it multiplies and 
thrives on not only wheat. but corn and other 
grains, as well as all kinds of vegetables. Each 
female lays on an average 500 egzs in a season 
and raises two broodsa year, the first maturing 
in July or August and the last late in the 
autumn. Wo be tothe field in which they be- 
come well established. Nothing but the most 
careful pulverization of the soil and leveling 
down of Jumps and sods under which they bide 
to lay their eggs will save the crop. Now, 
wet weather is their atest enemy. 
If long-continued ana cold, as in the 
present case, they succumb to its effects and 

die: while in extreme drouth they fairly revel. 
Not only this class of bugs. Dut others also, we 
learn, bu ve been killed. It is said that our old 
striped friend, tbe potato-bug, which bas been 
with us for, lol these many years, is a sufferer 
as well, all of wbich, if it should prove true, is 
good vews indeed. Lastly, every rain brings 
with it more or less ot ammonia and other ele- 
ments from the clouds which are needed for 
plant growth. It may be almost settled in ad- 
vue that ve shall have a good crop year next

Once ina whiie some accident makes public 
property of such romance as the practical, 
everyday world believes to exist only in books. 
About five years ago a proud and wealthy 
woman discovered 2 correspondence between 
her cherisbed daughter and the young clerk of a 
drug store with which she dealt.

THE COMMUNE TURCO. 


A War Sketch from the French of Al- 
phonse Daudet. 

He was a little drummer belonging to the 
native sharpshooters. His name was Kadour. 
He came from the tribe of Djendel, and was 
one of the handful of Turcos who had 
thrown themselves into Paris in the train of 
the army of Vinoy. lle had gone 
through the entire campaign from Wis- 
sembourg to Champigny, darting over the 
fields of battle like a storm-bird. with 
his iron drumsticks and his derbonka (Arab 
drum), so quickly, so restlesiy, that the balls 
could not hit him. But when winter came 
on this little piece of African brunze, red- 
dened in the fire of cannister shot, was un- 
able to bear the nights of guard duty and 
motionlesness in the snow; so, one January 
morning, they found him on the bank of the 
Marne twisted by the cold and with his feet 
frozen. He remained a long while in the 
hospital. It was there 1 saw him for the 


first time. 

Sad and patient like a sick hound, the 
Turco looked around him with great, gentle 
eyes. When addressed he smiled and showed 
his teeth. This was all he could do, for our 
language was unknown to him, and he with 
difficulty spoke the Sabir, that Algerian 
dialect composed of Provencal Italian and 
Afabic, made up of variegated words 
gathered like shelis alt along the Latin seas. 

To amuse himself Kadour haa only his 
derbonka. From time to time, when he 

rew too impatient, it was brought to his 
bed and he was permitted to play on it, but 
not too loudly; because of the other sick 
men. Then his poor dark face, so dull, so 
faded, looking amid the yellow daylight and 
the sombre winter landscape visible with- 
out, grew animated, grimaced, and followed 
all the phases of the music. Now he 
sounded the charge and the flash of his 
white teeth gave place to wild laughter; now 
his eyes moistened at some Mussulman 
strain; his nostrils dilated, and amid the 
nauseous odor of the hospital, the vials and 
the compresses, he again saw the groves ot 
Blidah loaded with organges and the young 
moorish girls coming trom the bath, en- 
veloped in white and perfumed with vervain. 

‘Two months passed thus. Many things 
had happened in Paris during those two 
months, but Kadour suspected nothing. Ile 
heard the returning army, weary and dis- 
armed, pass beneath bis windows; later he 
heard the cannon dragged about, rolled from 
morning until evening: then the toesin, the 
cannonade. He understood nothing of all 
this, except that the war was yet in progress, 
and that he could now join the fray, 
since his limbs were cured. Ile departed, 
his drum on his back, in quest of his com- 
pany. Hedid not search long. Some Com- 
munists who were passing took Lim to the 
place. After much questioning, as he could 
draw nothing from him but unintelligible 
phrases, the General in command gave him 
10 frances and an omnibus horse and attached 
him to his staff. 

There was a little of everything in those 
staffs of the Commune, red coats. Polish 
cloaks, Hungarian jackets, marines’ blouses, 
gold, velvet, spangies, and lace. With his 
blue vest, embroidered with yellow, his tur- 
ban and his derbonka, the Turco completed 
the masquerade, Filled with joy at finding 
himself in such fine company, intoxicater 
by the sunlight, the cannonade, the noise 
of the streets, the confusion of weapons 
and unforms, persuaded, in addition, 
that it was the war agaiust Prussia which was 
continuing with he Knew not with what ac- 
cession of life and freedom, this unconscious 
deserter joined innocently in the great 
Parisian riot, and was a celebrity of the mo- 
ment. Everywhere upon his passage the 
Communists received him with acclamations 
and féted him. The Commune was so proud 
to ssess him that it displayed him, 
billed him, wore him like a cockade. 
Twenty times a day the Place _ sent 
him to the Guerre, the Guerre to the Hotel 
de Villa. It had been so extensively said 
that the Communists’ marines were counter- 
feit marines, their artillerists counterfeit 
artillerists. At least this man was, without 
doubt, a genuine Turco. To be convinced 
of it one had only to glance at that wide- 
awake face of a young ape and all the savage 
movements of that little gy agitating itself 
upon the huge omnibus horse as in the 
whirls of the Arab fantasia. 

Something, however, was wanted to com- 
plete Kadour’s happiness. He wished to 
fight, to make the powder talk. Unfortu- 
nately, under the Commune, as under the 
Empire, the staffs seldom went into the fire. 
When not engaged in flying trips or parades 
the poor ‘Turco passed his time on the Place 
Venddme, or in the court-yards of the Min- 
istry of War, among those disordered camps 
full casks of brandy always on 
tap, of hogsheads of bacon with the heads 
kneeked out, of feasts in the open air at 
which was again felt all the hunger of the 
siege. Too good a Mussulman to participate 
in these orgies, Kadour kept away from then, 
sober and tranquil, made his abolutions in a 
corner, and supped on a handful of coarse 
meal; then, after a little air on his derbonka, 
he rolled himself in bis bournous and fell 
asleep upon astep by the lightof the bivouacs. 

One morning in the month of May the 
Turco was awakened by a terrible fusillade. 
The Ministry was in commotion; everybody 
was running, fleeing. Mechanically he did 
like the rest, leaped upon his horse and fol- 
lowed the staff. The streets were full of 
wild bugle blasts and battalions fleeing 
helter-skelter. People were tearing up 
the pavements erecting bar- 
ricades. Evidently something extraordinary 
was going on. The nearer one approached 
the quai the more distinct became the fusil- 
lade, the greater the tumult. Upon the Pont 
de la Concorde Kadour lost the staff. A little 
further on his horse was taken from him; it 
was for a képi, with eight gold cords, in a 
great hurry to go see what was passing at the 
Hotel de Ville. In a state of fury the Turco 
began to run in the direction of the conflict. As 
he ran he loaded his chassepot and said, be- 
tween his teeth: Macach bono, Brissieu!”’ 
as in his view it was the Prussians who had 
just entered the city. Already the balls 
whistled about the obelisk and among the 
foliage of the Tuileries. At the barricade of 
the Kue de Rivoli the avengers of Floureus 
hailed him: “Ho! Tureo! Tureo!” But 
twelve of them were left, and Kadour alone 
was worth an entire army. 

Standing uvon the barricade, proud and 
gaudy as a flag, he fought with leaps and 
cries beneath a storm of cannister-shot. At 
one moment the curtain of smoke which 
arose from the street parted a little between 
two cannonades and allowed him to see the 
red pantaloonus massed in the Champs Elysées. 
Then everyth was again confused. He 
thought he had n mistaken, and made his 
powder talk in its loudest tones.

In am- 
bush, ready to leap, he firmly fixed his bay- 
onet and awaited the pointed helmets. The 
line arrived! Amid the hollow tramp of the 
charge the officers called out:

For a moment the Turco was stupefied, 
then he sprang forward, his gun in the air.

His Graphic Account of an Excit- 
ing Ocean Voyage. 


How a Mellow October Day Faded into 
a Night of Seasickness. 


The Succeeding Hours a Desperate Bat- 
tle with a Hurricane. 


Horrifying Scenes During a Night of Black- 
ness, Disaster, and Despair. 


A Huge Iron Steamer Tossed About for Two Days 
Like a Cockleshell Craſt. 


An Experience in Ocean Travel Which None of 
the Participants Wish to Repeat. 


1. 

It was last October that the White Star steam- 
ship Republic carried a few hundred ot us from 
the hospitable shores of beef-eating England to 
those of the eagle and the Star-Spangied Banner. 
I mention October for the reason that I now be- 
lieve that month to bea hypocrit in disguise. 
Before that voyage I had always entertained a 
very high regard for October. There is no month 
in the collection that has as mus cal a name or 
that looks as well in print. To look at it in print 
one would conclude that there is something 
about it too dignified, too rounded, too respect- 
able to admit of anything in the nature of de- 
cepuon. 

As to March, for instance, there is something 
in its appearance, in its brusque, sententious 
utterance, that permits the formation of almost 
any kind of a derogatory suspicion as to its real 
character, of what may be expected from it 
under any given circumstances. April is a 
plastie name suggestive only of unsteadiness of 
purpose. January and February are full of the 
harshness, the severity of encbained brooks, and 
whirling snows. But October, tull of round- 
eyed innocence like an infant, metodious, bar- 
monious; associated with grape-ciusters, placid 
sunshine, the blushes of the ripeued applies, and 
the yellow sheen of the corn-tields; who has ever 
thought of October save with a profound ad- 
miration tempered with a hearty respect? 

When we pulled the anchor from the mud of 
the Mersey, and the bitherto inert mass of iron 
that contained us began to throb as it were with 
embryotic life, October smiled on us from the 
undimmed biue, and breathed on us witb a caress- 
jug Wurmth. Liverpoo! faded in the descending 
horizon; the shaduws of night came and en- 
shrouded the indented shore-line of Wales; 
Queenstown came and went away; the Irish 
coast sank into the obscurity of the distance; 
and all this time October gave us only the 
brightest and warmest of sunlight by day, and 
the — vf dumes, the sheeniest of stars, by 
8 October! 

II. 

While this wanton October thus lured us with 
her smiles and ber passionate breath, we were 
doing as all sbip people do on similar occasions. 
Each unit iu the mass was laboring to separate 
himself from the other units and estabiisb for 
bimself an identity. There is an earnest desire 
on the part of all who go down to the sea in 
ships to be known as something more tban 
merely a passenger. In this work there is some 
sort of coéperation—that is to say, while a per- 
sou is laboring to come from the mass and se- 
cure an individuality which may be recognized 
he is equally anxious to aflix an identity to each 
of the others. He is not satisfied with the pal- 
pable fact that this is a man, that is a young 
woman, and another an old woman, and 
so on; he wishes to know more. And 
so it bappens that in a day or two what 


was atthe outset a crowd having no especial 
quality except a species of coherence as a crowd 
bas separated into individualities. The smok- 
lug- room begets explanations; propinguity at 
the table, or the staterqoms, or chairs on the 
lee side of the deck, bi ings mutual confidences; 
the offer to adjust a wrap results in an inter- 
change of personal information; and thus in 
the briefest of time we know each other as well 
as it we were all from the same locality aud 
were the acquaintances of years’ standing. 

It is a somewhat curious fact that there are 
many people who become satisfied after they 
bave secured identitication by the others. They 
are Carnest and persistent in one way and au- 
other until they have attained recognituon: and 
then, for the remainder of the voyage, they bold 
themselves aloof. There wus a cuse of a passen- 
ger who Came up into the smoking-room during 
the first part of the trip. He waited till the op- 
portune moment came, and then, tuking ad- 
vantage of the conversation, he said: 

“Yes, that was true. 1 wasin command of 
the brigade on the right.” 
oon ves,“ said one near him. “You are 

eu. 8 

Les, sir,“ was the response; in a tone of the 
utmost possible dignity. From that time be 
dwelt apurt from the rest of us. He bad secured 
the recognition of his individuality, and he 
cared for nothing further. He never after eu- 
tered the smoking- room; and, so far as I know, 
he never afterwards exchanged words with any 
of the other passenyers. 

It is quite curious how one's preconceived 
opinions are often shattered as acquaintance- 
ship develops the character, occupation, and 
disposition of the various passengers. I am al- 
ways biundering in this direction. I atudy up 
the crowd in advance. My farmer turns out to 
be a well-known Congressman; my commercial 
man, whom I accredit with having been over 
to buy curpets for his American employers, is 
the son of a wealthy New- Yorker, with no end 
of money. Here is a woman whom I conclude 
to be a schoolmarm returning from a vacation, 
who resolves herself into the wife of an En- 
glisoman of title. And thus on interminabiy. A 
supposed nurse becomes a noted artiste; a 
charming young lady subsides into the mother 
of three children; a sweli with untold money at 
his command becomes a dog-trainer from 
Omaba. 

And thus the work of unmasking goes on, at 
the tabie, on tbe deck, as we dine, promenade, 
lean over the guards; and ali the time, October 
smiles through the sunlight, caresses us with 
the gentiest of breezes, wbile the sea rocks us as 
if her hands were inspired by the tenderest of 
maternal solicitude. 

III. 


Towards night, one day, the wind began to 
come to us from the “sweet South,“ striking 
our great iron vehicle squarely on the port side. 
Hitnerto wind and waves had so combined their 
forces that the motion of the vessel had been 
only a gentle pitching; a sort of fore-and-aft 
swing, as it were, and which, owing to the length 
of the ship, was not at all unpleasant. It was 
not unlike the easy gallop of a well- broken 
horse. 

But now this southerly influence began to pro- 
duce a certain complexity of motion. There 
came into the long, measured gallop of the 
ocean-stced a swaying movement—a side gallop 
mingled with the straignt-ahead one, which is 
simply curious when regarded as a motion, but 
which is anything but curious when looked upon 
from other standpoints.

friends on whom I kaew I could rely.

As 1 deviousiy threaded the long passageway 
that led to my stateroom I could comprehend 
that in every room an altar had been erected, 
and that the worship of the sea-god, Emesis, 
was in full progress. The stateroom steward 
officiated as an acolyte; and burried with the 
sacrificial utensils from point to point. 

It was the solemn hour of midnight when I 
gained my stateroom. To reach it I nad climbed 
many a bill, and had descen ded intoand emerged 
from many a valley.

O-o-ough! and he responded * My 
o-0-Ough: don't, 0-0-ough! o-ough! die, o-ough 
on, doa 't o-vugb!” and sometimes it was a solid 
chunt of retchings, sputter, and splutterings as 
they performed. as one, the dulia of the new 
rites of vomition.

It was not ono of those mornings in which 
Aurora comes rosy and smiling atbwart the east- 
eru sky. Intruth, | would not have suspected it 
to be morning had it not been for the sinister 
and depressing roar of the gong. Brazen- 
throated, hoarse, growling, itseemed rather a 
summons from some regions ot the damned than 
#révcillée to a life of enjoyment. 

There were no sounds of jocund day in the 
saloon. Thedead-lights had all been screwed 
down over the ports, excluding the outer worid. 
and leaving a darkness only relieved by the 
lighted lamps. These seemed to radiate light 
as if under protest; as if the darkness were one 
which they either feared or did not care to 
struggle against. There were several people in 


the saloon, huddled by twos in corners, bollow- 
eyed as from want of sleep, clinging to the 
tables to offset the desperate plunging of the 
ship, with discomfort and apprehension written 
on every feature. 

The wind had suddenly changed about day- 
break. It had blown all the night from the 
south, and now it bad swung around a little 
north of west, and was pounding us like a huge 
battering-ram. The great waves which had 
been swept against us frow the south were now 
being met by others borne from the west by the 
new gale, and within their complex forces we 
were being tossed as if in the embrace of an ir- 
resistible whirlpool. 

Clambering with enormous difficulty up to the 
upper companionway, I endeavored to compre- 
hend something of the situation. All was made 
fast on the weather side; the deadlights were 
over the ports,and the door securely barred, 
but on the lee side the door could be opened, 
and a view had of what was beyond. 

l opened the door and gazed out. There was 
nothing to be seen, there was everything! A 
very hell ot tumult enveloped us. I felt as if 
the colossal iron ship, with its thousands of tons 

f freight and its hundreds of passengers, was 
but a cork within the embrace of the howling 
omnipotence that inclused us. I felt that so in- 
siguilicant were we iu this frightful conflict of 
wave and storm, that our preseuce was not even 
noted by the Titanic combatants; as little as 
would be the nest of a sparrow in the way of an 
avalauche. 

We were nothing, absolutely nothing! 
feather tossed on the breath of a whirlwind! A 
microscopic speck of dust, with existence un- 
suspected, iu the midst of a cyclone smiting 
down forests oi oak as if they were the most 
fragile of violets! 

Face to face with such a commotion I shrank 
appailed within myself. until there was left only 
humility and abasement. We, aH of us, our 
ship, all human kind, then appeared only a 
feathery existence, without gruvitv, without 
solidity or resistance, und which would be swept 
into space by such a storm as the pollen of 
flowers is borne away by the winds. We were in 
the midst of what was like vast mountainous 
ranges in irresistible motion. It was the Sierra 
Nevadas and the Wasatch at war, charging uo 
and through each other, while all the whirlwinds 
of all the universe had gathered to add their 


infuriate energy to the contiict. 

One moment we were in a deep valley which 
yawned through the waters like the broad fissure 
of an earthquake, with quivering walis mat rose 
to the very clouds. Down in these depths the 
waters were of a sullen, greenish black. The 
next moment we were tossed to the summit of 
the towering waves, which, as far as the eye 
could see, were churned into an unbroken ocean 
of foam by the raging elements. Aud thus up 
on the foaming crests, and down into the cav- 
ernous depths of greenish black, we floated, our

The day was a dark and wearisome one. The 
smoking-room was comparatively deserted. 
There were little groups on the long sofas back 
of the tables; but they were not of a social char- 
acter.

Separated from the groups in the saloon, 
stretched in the uneasy berth, surrounded by 
the diabolical symphony of the noises of the 
ship and the tempest, I felt an infinit isolation; 
asif I dad alone to encounter and resist the 
raging forces about me. Violently tossed from 
side to side, only retaining my place in the berth 
by unceasing watchfuiness and incessant exer- 
tion, sleep was an impossibility. I had no fear 
of death: but there was a discomfort, a nervous 
strain, that was vastiy worse, I fancy, than the 
mere fear of going to the bottom. In fact, I 
contemplated this possibility as rather in the 
nature of a relief. 

Horrible night! Every few moments a huge 
wave launched itself against the starboard side 
near the bow, and broke with a detonation like 
that of a heavy gun. Struck, the great ship 


would stop, as it were, and shudder through its 
length like a thing of lite which hed received a 
mortal blow. At short intervals there would 
pass along the side of the vessel a great rush of 
water, accompanied by a terrific hiss,and a 
great, hollow roar, as if the ship were being 
sucked toto a crater of whirling waters. 

A thousand times did the ship roll to the lee- 
ward to escape the buffets of the gale, and each 
time, as | clung frantically to the berth, did I 
usk myself, as she remained poised for an in- 
stant in the depths, “Can she rise again!“ 
Each of them seemed as if it were the final plunge 
of the vessel toward the bottom, and that no 
power less than superhuman could upheave it 
to its proper position. Each ot these plunges 
bad all the reality, to me, of a sinking into the 
turbulent depths of the waves. As we go down 
1 feel the sulifocation of the drowning, and there 
appeared to close about me the icy embraces of 
the cruel waters. 

Not the least horrible presentation of the oc- 
casion was that of the clamors of the ship and 
the storm. Every. bolt, rivet, nut, partition, be- 
came vocal and gave utterance toa frenzy of 
apprehension and suffering. ‘The interior of the 
ship was full of noises, sbrill, strident, menacing, 
excruciating; outside were the savage clamors 
of the gale,the deafening explosions of the oc- 
casional waves that broke against the ship. and 
the fierce hissing and roaring of the currents 
that swept along the side as if seeking a piace of 
eutrance to reach the prey within. 

There was a single contrast to all this uproar, 
this imminence of disaster, this apprehension 
and alarm. Several — 7 during the intermin- 
able night did I descend from my berth, and, as 
l hung desperately to whatever would support 
me, gaze into the berth below. There, snugiy 
braced in place by pillows and biankets, lay a 
fair-hbaired little girl. The tempest howled all 
ubout her; the interior of the ship was deafened 
by its own clamors; the vessel reared, plunged, 
and rolled as if in a mortal combat. She slept 
with asmile just parting ber rosy lips, the long 
lashes resting on ber cheeks—siept as if in her 
own cradie with a crooning lullaby yet echoing 
through the chambers of her brain. 

The night came at last to an end. Night of 
borrors, it ended after an eternity of existence, 
aud with it tled away many of the gruesome 
fears that haunted its interminable hours.

It was towards night ot that day that the 
storm began to subside. Then we learned some 
of the particulars of the event.

FROTHIN GHAM, 

THE GREAT INDEPENDENT PREACHER Ex- 
PERIENCES A CHANGE OF VIEWS. 
N Correspondence Cincinnati Commercial. 

* ted 2 Nov. 10.—The Rev. Octavius 
ngham; long famous among 
Hreethinkers as the pastor of the most in- 
ependent church in the country, and who 
filled in New York the place that Moncure 
Conway fills in London, came to New York 
from Boston in 1859, and organized the 
Third Unitarian Church.“ The following 
year he dissolved all connection with the 
Unitarian Church and founded the“ First 
Independent Church,” his congregation con- 
sisting mostly of people of means and intel- 
ligence who were drawn to him as much by 
the eloquence of the man and charm of his 
style as by the arguments he used to prove 
historical Christianity an interesting fable. 
The long-haired men and short-haired women 
who form a large element in all ultra-radical 
gatherings, were represented in Frothing- 
hain’s audience, but did not predominate. 
The late George Ripley, whose life Froth- 
ingham is now writing, was one of 
his congregation. Exactly what Mr. 
Frothingham taught I do not know, 
and the religious journals are, per- 
haps, not good guides upon this 
point. The general impression has been that 
Mr. Frothingham’s services had a tincture of 
religion about them, but not enough toalarm 
the most radical of atheists. According to 
the Christian Intelligencer, which, when 
Frothingham went to Europe two years ago, 
devoted a special article to him, he was ac- 
customed to open his services with prayer, 
but his prayers were addressed to an un- 
known God, whose existence was to Froth- 

ingham iargely a matter of doubt. 

When Mr. Frothingham got back from 
Europe several months ago he went at once 
to Boston, in order to gather the material for 
his ** Ie of Ripley,” there being many per- 
sons in Boston who could tell him about the 
Brook Farm experiment. He comes occa- 
sionally to New York to consult the back 
files of the Tribune, with which Ripley was 
so long connected, and during one of these 
recent flying visits I called upon him with a 
view to ascertaining his reasons for giving 
up his work here. As what he says is equiv- 
alent to a sort of half admission that he has 
been in the wrong all these years, I have put 
his remarks down on paper prétty fully: 

“My position,” he said, “has for years 
been a peculiar and a somewhat trying one, 
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d 
dreary negation called materialism, there 


n a growing suspiclan in me 
that there might be something behind or be- 
low what we call revealed religion of which 
the scientific thinkers of our time are begin- 
ning vaguely to distinguish as an influence 
that cannot be accounted tor at present, but 
which nevertheless exists. 1 said a moment 
ago, let scietific investigation gu on, by all 
means; not only it can dono harm, but 1 am 
sure that the farther it goes the more clearly 
will scientific men recognize a power not yet 
defined, but distinctly felt by some of the 
ablest of them. ‘This question has presented 
itself to me many times in the last few years: 
Whatis the power behind these ignorant 
men, who find dignity and comfort in re- 
ligion? Last summer when in Rome I was 
much interested in observing the behavior of 
the Roman clergy—not the men high in 
power, and steeped in diplomacy and in- 
trigue, but the workingmen of the Church; 
the parish priests who went about among the 
people as spiritual helps and almoners. 
talked with many of these men, and found 
them to be ignorant, unambitious, and super- 
stitious; and yet there was a power behind 
them which must mystify philosophers. 
What is this power? I cannot undertake to 
say. But it is there, and it may be that those 
persons who deny the essential truths of re- 
vealed religion are all wrong. At any rate, 
I. for one, do not care to go on denying the 
existence of such a force. 

“To. my old friends. and followers who 
may feel grieved at such an admission on 
my part, | would say that I am no more a be- 
liever in revealed religion today than I was 
ten years ago. But, as I said before. I have 
doubts which I had not then. The creeds 
of today do not seem in my eves to be so 
wholly groundless as they were then, and 
while I believe that the next hundred years 
will see great changes in them, I do not 
think that they are destined to disappear. 
To sum up the whole matter, the work which 
Il have been doing appears to lead to nothing 
and may have been grounded upon mistaken 
premises; Therefore it is better to stop. But 
J do not want to give the impression that I 
recant anything. I simply stop denying and 
wait for more light. 

* After finishing the life of Ripley, I shall 
perhaps come back and establish myself here 
in New York and go to work to gathera 
working library around me, by the aid of 
which 1 can write upon philosophical and 
literary questions.”’ 

As Frothingham is still in the prime of 
life he will doubtless be heard from again in 
some decided fashion. A man of his mental 
activity is not likely to remain long without 
a mind of his own.

THE ROMAN PILGRIMAGE. 
ENTHUSIASTIC RECEPTION OF THE POPE IN 

ST. PETERS CHURCH-WILL HE DEPART 

FROM ROME? 

Correspondence New York Tribune. 

Rome, Oct. 19.— I took up my stand 
as 12 0’clock approached (for it had been whis 
pered to me that the Pope would not appear 
till that hour) near the door of the chapel 
from which ‘his Holiness was to issue into 
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as to make sure of the reconciliation with 
the Church which he has nearly — 
and which is necessary to him for sakeo 
the votes of the Central party in the German 
Parliament. The Pope and his claims and 
pretensions would, at the same time, be a 
very good trump card to be played on any 
occasion when it might be necessary to piace 
a spoke in the wheel or a thorn in side of 
Italy. Nor would it be at all impossible or 
diffieult so to make use of him as to render 
the Clericul party in France an element of 
discord and weakness in France whenever 
such a policy might be desirable, 

That France has been for some time past 
endeavoring to stimulate the Pope to take a 
line of overt and declared hostility toward 
the Italian Government is now an old story, 
but not an obsolete one. Excitements of the 
same kind continue, and are vigurously 
backed up by the unceasing insistence and 
urgeney of the violent Intransigenti among 
those who surround him. And now he takes 
the opportunity of this pilgrimage to utter a 
speech which undoubtedly must be consid- 
ered as a declaration of war against Italy and 
its present constitution. ‘The whole of the 
liberal press has en this view 
of the discourse in question; and 
although, of course, the Clerical journals 
do not so openly profess the same thing, it is 
hardly dissembied aj the Vatican' that such 
was the intention of Leo XIII. in uttering it. 
Ile has finally departed from all those ideas 
of conciliation which he undoubtedly has 
hitherto, though with continual vacillation, 
cherished, and has definitively given himself 
into the hands of those Intransigenti—the 
reechii zelanti of Father Curei’s celebrated 
hook—who have during the whole of his 
Pontifieate so obstinately, and, as it would 
seem, at last victoriously, opposed every idea 
of conciliation with the civil government. 

Now the question is, In what way will the 
war deelared be carried on? Will the Pontiff 
shake the dust off his shoes against Italy and 
quit the Vatican and Rome? Are we to have 
a second Babylonish captivity, as the Church 
loves to call that period during which the 
Pope sat at Avignon? There can be no 
doubt that it is desired at the Vati- 
ean that the world should believe 
that the Pope has taken into serious 
consideration the expediency of such a 
step: that he is quite prepared for it, and 
that it is extremely probable he may find 
himself driven to adopt it. I have private 
but very authentic tidings from the Vatican 
te the effect that all the necessary material 
preparations for. the departure of the Holy 
Father have been made, in such sort that he 
might quit the Vatican from one moment to 
another. But [have not seen these prepara- 
tions. And leannot lose sight of the pos- 
sibility that these facts have been communi- 
cated to me for the express purpose of hav- 
ing them announced to the world. Again,

They are 
colossal fans of white feathers, with handles 
some eight feet long, and are carried one on 
each side of the Pontiilf when he is in the 
sedia gestatoria. Twelve Sediarii, or chair- 
bearers, in erimson damask dresses, crimson 
knee-breeches, and crimson silk stockings, 
were standing around the door in readiness. 
These Sediarri were once so important a 
body of men that one of the streets of Rome 
is still named after them. Outside the 
door of the chapel a score of Swiss 
Guards, in their picturesque medieval 
costumes and  white-crested helmets, 
mounted guard. The members of 
the choir, too, with their music in their hands, 
were loitering about near the doorway. Car- 
dinals and canons, Chamberlains and domes-

assistance toany one whose ideas of right 
and wrong differed from those of other peo- 
ple, and my independent church became a 
sort of magnet for queer and not altogether 
pleasant persons. Organized bodies, such as 
the Episcopal or Presbyterian Churches, 
have the proper machinery for dealing with 
such cases; I had no such machinery: much 
of my time was taken up in protless work 
of au unpleasant description: my health 
failed me, and seeing no way out of the situ- 
ation | determined to cut loose from all my 
ties here and try what complete rest would 
do for me. Besides which certain aspects on 
my work seemedto me to need more study 
than I had time to give them. 
to loom up before my mental vision in a 
disquieting way: that the drift of free 
thought teaching was unquestionably to- 
wards a dead materialism, which 1 have a» 
horred as deeply as any evangelical clergy- 
man lil know. The men who would become 
leaders in the free-thought movement do not 
stop where I stop; they feel no traditions 
behind them; they have no special training 
for the work of ‘restoring,’ in which light I 
regard much of my work. I did not aim to 
create any new beliefs, or to tear down any 
existing ones, but to restore, to bring to 
light and prominence the spiritual essence of 
hose faiths. Perhaps 1 am better fitted for 
such work than many others, because I have 
inherited a sense of the limits of free 
thought beyond which materialist dogma be- 
comes more offensive than dogmatic Calvin- 
ism. But the men whom I saw coming upon 
the stage as the apostles of the new dispen- 
sation of free thought were destroyers who 
tore down, with no thought of building up: 
there seemed to be no limit to their de- 
structive mania and no discrimination in 
their work. ‘Their notion seemed to be to 
make a clean sweep of every existing creed ; 
they apparently knew not, and cared not, 
whether anything in the shape of belief 
should arise from the ashes of the world’s 
creeds. The situation, therefore, when 1 
stopped preaching two years ago and went to 
Europe was about as follows: Evangelical 
religion was stronger, the churches were 
better filled, there was more of the religious 
spiritabroad than when I began work twenty 
years ago. Such men ascame forward as 
teachers in the free-thought movement were 
out-and-out materialists. Lastly, my own 
position was unpleasant and my health was 
faUing. As to the fact that revealed religion, 
as we call it. is stronger today than it was 
twenty years ago, I have no doubt: it is 
stronger here and In Europe. notwithstand- 
ing the much-talked-of German mate 
rialism, and the religion of today is all the 
stronger than that of twenty years ago in 
that it is throwing off the accretions of ig- 
norance, and presents fewer features incom- 
patible with good sense and charity. 

Looking back over the last twenty years, 
no careful student of such matters can deny 
this healthful process, and I. who have stood 
aloof from all revealed religion during that 
time, cannot but acknowledge that its oppo- 
nents have made no headway whatever. 

** Consider for a moment the present con- 
dition of the materialist movement, and you 
will see that it is the man and not any truth 
behind the man which keeps the movement 
alive at present among the people. For in- 
stance, when | abandon my work here noone 
takes it up: should Felix Adler die tomer- 
row, 1 doubt whether the materialist move- 
ment whieh he has staried among the Jews 
would survive. In London Moncure Con- 
way’s lectures are listened to only by a body 
of litterati, who enjoy mental exercise. In 
laris Pere llyacinthe’s departure from Ro- 
man Catholicism has resulted in nothing; 
had he not gone so farand discarded so much, 
he might have been more successful, but, 
judging from one sermon of his which I 
veard when in Paris, he now denies to the 
sacraments any other than a poetical value, 
and declares that one man is just & much of 
a priest as another. 

When I left New York for Europe I be- 
lieved and said that 1 might take up my 
work as pastor of an independent church 
when I got back. may as well say now 
that I could not doit. I could not teach as 1 
did. Whether it is that advancing years 
bave increased in me wiratever spirit of con- 
servatism 1 may have inherited—my father 
was a clergyman—or whether it is there 
issucha thing as devolution as well as evolu- 
tion, and that I have received more light I do 
not know. But it is certain that lam unset- 
tiedin my own mind concerning matters 
about which I was not in doubt ten or even 
five years ago. I do not know that I believe 
any more than 1 did years ago, but 1 doubt 
more. And yet 1 do not Know that I regret 
my past work here, for there is much that 
neeas to be reformed about all systems of 
revealed religion, even admitting the founda- 
tions to be sound.

wearisome. At last, just at 12, a bell rang; 
the singing men got into their places; the 
great chair was placed exactly in front of 


the door; the twelve bearers took up their | 


position; the flabeili bearers seized the great 
fans: a line of Cardinals emerged from the 
curtained doorway; then followed the Pon- 
tiff, who stepped alertly into the chair, and 
was immediately raised by a sudden and well 
combined movement onto the shoulders of 
the Sediarii: the choir began to sing the 
“Tu es Petrus”: and the procession moved 
forward. All applause had been forbidden, 
though it may be fairly conjectured that it 
was hoped the prohibition would be set at 
niught—as it was. The choir had hardly 
sung the first words of the well-known 
old hymn when an immense shout was 
raised by the crowd which had gathered 
in considerable numbers in the neighbor- 
hood of the chapel doorway. Viva i 
Papa! Viva Leone!’ was the cry that made 
every vault of the colossal church ring again. 
But there were heard a few cries of * Viva il 
Papa Re!’ 1 observed, however, that these 
were not responded to; but were imme- 
diately hooted down. Subsequently, when 
the procession had reached the throne, the 
same thing took piace. It had evidently 
been determined that the seditious charac- 
ter which would have been imparted to the 
proceedings by acelamations of the * Papa 
Re should be avoided. The Pope aloft in 
his chair continued to scatter blessings with 
bis right hand to the right and to the left as 
he was carried slowly forward through the 
crowd. And theavhole air was white with 
waving handXerchiefs. He appeared to be 
feeble, very pale, and fatigued... But he was 
evidently pleased by his reception, and 
seemed to gather strength and animation as 
he took his seat on the throne. The church 
at that time prolmbly contained some 15,000 
people or thereabouts. Ihe estimate of some 
persons Was as bigh as 20,000. The clerical 
papers the next day claimed that 15,000 were 
present. 

As soon as the Pontiff was seated, the 
Patriarch of Venice, as leader of the pil- 
grims, read an address to the Pope. The 
last time I had seen his Reverence the Patri- 
arch was at the meeting of the Geographers at 
Venice, where he put himself forward to 
say complimentary things to the King. And 
I thought to myself that the sentiments ex- 
pressed on the two occasions must have dif- 
fered rather remarkably! Nobody want- 
ed to hear what the Patriarch said. Of 
course, he lamented the perversity of the 
times, spoke of the dangers, insults, and in- 
juries to which the Church and its august 
head were exposed, ard pratested the abso- 
Jute and unbounded devotion and affection of 
the pilgrims to the person of the Pontiff. It 
was all words, of course, and might as well 
have been spoken in Choctaw. Then the 
Pope rose to speak his reply. “That, of 
course, Was the interesting part of the whole 
attair. He spoke in so feeble a voice that 
none could hear him, save the comparatively 
few who were’ close around him. But 
that dia not matter much, as the speech 
had already been printed, and copies of it 
were very soon obtainable. It occupied 
twenty-six mimutes in delivery, and was 
spoken with an amount of emotion and 
earnestness, With a vigorof animation, and a 
vehemence of gesture which must have se- 
verely tried the frail frame of the Pontiff. 
In fact, at the conclusion he rather fell back 
into the chair than sat down init, and for 
some minutes, While the shouts of applause 
continued, seemed to be guite overcome, 
However, he soon recovered himself suffi- 
ciently for the business of kissing the foot— 
to which only the principal ecclesiastical 
dignitaries are admitted—to be proceeded 
with. After a quarter of an hour or so this 
ceremonial was concluded; he again got 
into his sedia gestatoria, and was carried 
back with the same ceremony with which he 
had entered, distributing more or less heav- 
enly blessings, and receiving in return a very 
decidedly mundane ovation. My cheers 
were very hearty, moved like those of the 
old lady who joined in the thanksgiving at 
the end of the sermon so earuestly because 
it was over—for I had been four hours stand- 
ing on the marble pavement of St. Peter’s,

If the policy which the Christian Union 


venerable society would have to go out of 
business very soon. In its current issue the 
Christian Union recommends, in view of 


Society, that until an investigation is made 
by a committee of experts selected by, or at 
least satisfactory to, its principal auxiliary 
societies, all pastors of churches should post- 
pone the Bible Soclety collections, all indi- 
vidual donors should withhold their con- 
tributions, and all auxiliaries hold 
their funds in their oun treas- 
uries. While every man is to be 
presumed innocent till he has been proved 
guilty the Christian Unton thinks that no 
man in charge of trust funds should be left 
in charge of them if, under serious accusa- 
sations, he opposes, declines, evades, or even 
discourages a full, free, and thorough inves- 
tigation of his accounts, as the authorities in 
charge of the Bible Society offices here are 
accused of doing by the Connecticut society. 
The Christian Union insists that the high 
character of the managers and oflicers of the 
American Bible Society is no guarantee of 
good management or careful administration, 
in view of the reputed good character of 
Baldwin, the Newark Bank Cashier, and the 
Board of Directors of that institution, and of 
Mr. Demond and the gentlemen associated 
with him in the mismanagement and malad- 
ministration of the Massachusetts Home Mis 
sionary Society, and other men of repute and 
good character who have turned out to be 
arrant knaves. 

An inquiry into the facts and figures of the 
Bible Society’s reports for three years (1878- 
0) apparently shows the following condi- 
tion of things: The report for 1878 shows that 
the building account presents a deficit of 
$5,085.11, and the manufacturing account a 
deficit of $12,282.56, which losses were, how- 
ever, promptly made good by donations from 
some liberal givers. The salary and wages 
items in the manufacturing department 
amount to $111,655.77 out of a total business 
Of $440,955.20 done during that year. This 
sum includes only half a year’s salary of 
some of the employés and is exclusive of 
$315.40 debited as unpaid wages. ‘The rental 
of the society’s building is also saddled with 
another salary-list of executive officers, 
clerks, ete., in various departments not in- 
cluded above, which amounts to $26,325.24 
out of a total of $45,685.55—considerably 
more than halt of the income being for sal- 
aries. In this rental account is included 
$12,000 for the building department, so that 
one part of the Bible Society’s business pays 
rent to another part. The business of the so- 
clety aggregates $500,000 per annum, on 
which, as the report shows, there are no 
profits, and being a benevolent society there 
manifestly can be none. Three secretaries 
receive $5,000 and traveling expenses. ‘lhe 
translation of Bibles into foreign languages 
and dialects is carried on at great expense, 
even when the report shows a circulation in 
some cases of only two or three copies. The 
report of 1879 is a little more favorable, 
though the total business shows a decrease 
of several thousand dollars. The report of 
15sSU endeavors to be more explicit. It gives 
detailed statements of the expenses, salaries, 
etc., appertaining to various foreign missions, 


which only show that in many cases the sal- 
ary and expenses of the agent amounted to 
more than half of the entire business trans- 
actions at his agency. The Rev. S. B. Halli- 
day, of Plymouth Church, Brooklyn, declares 
that to his knowledge these abuses are of 
loug standing, and that ten years ago the 
Presbyterian Synod“ot Ohio, together with 
the Methodist Conferences of that State, sent 
a joint delegation to New York to protest 
against the mismanagement of the society’s 
funds here. Mr. Hallidaysays he is in pos- 
session of a number of facts which re 
rather severely upon the society. But he has 
never arranged them in pro 
and never intended to use 
society.

to take any steps in the matter. The Board 
of Managers, he says, are very respectable 
gentiemen and highly trustworthy, but he 
thinks they do not pay the close attention to 
the affairs of the society that they should.

THE FISH INSPECTORSHIP. 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune 
Curcaco, Nov. 19.—In as few words as possibie 
allow me space for remarks as tu the past and 
present appointments ot City Fish I(nspector. 
Since my refusal, after due cousideration, to 


sign the remonstrance of certain wholesale 
grocers and us dealers against tho sppoint- 


ment of Mr. Miller to the office of City Fisu la- 


spector, although other grovers at the same 


time refused to sign, insinuations have been 
made that are so totally opposed to the facts 
and so mulevolent in their tendency, that I teel 


compeiled to give through the press a distinct 


and unqualified genial of the same—viz.: 
that I bave any personal interest whatever 
in said appoiututent or in any perquisits aris- 
ing therefrom. My experience tu the salt-fish 
busiuess dates back to 1858, when Mr. E. Silver 
was appointed City Fish luspector in 1854 under 
the Administration of the Hon.Johna Wentworth), 
who held the office until 1860, woen Mr. Sliver 
was succeeded by I. H. Lathrop, who beid the 
office, I think, four years, and with a change ot 
udministration was displaced by Capt. Conuett. 
Here the trouble commenced with the fish in- 
svpection, and bas continued to this time.

match. froma Presbyterian synod to a pr.ze- 
ungut. He was by turus an idle and bloated va- 
grautand a wan of clear bra.o, untiring eoerey, 
tertile in expedient, and incomparable as a 
news-gutherer. but always striciiy unreliable.

A SEWER-GAS CASE.

Alleged Understanding Between the 
Agents of a Buliding and a Heaith 
Department & flicer. 

Four or five mooths ago, upon the statement 
of a physician, complaint was made to the 
Heaith Department of sewer-gas in the tene- 
ment-bouse No. 47 North Ashland avenue. Au 
officer accordingly wade ap examination of the 
premises, and reported that there was no sewer- 
wus, but that the cutch-basin wus tull, aud he 
notified the agents to clean it. 

The other seemed very determined that the 
work ssould be done, and declured that the 
agents sbuuld be compelled to respect the notifi- 
cation. The matter. however, very suddenly 
qu.eted down, Notbing was done, and not 
word was sud. secuud time sewer-Kus was 
reported by another paysician, the Department 
of rrealth notified, and tue same report made by 
the heulth olficer—uu gus, and not a word about 
the cuten-Dasen. 

‘The odor, however, gradually became more 
not.cenbie through tue hwuse, About two 
months ago it was uobearabic, and the tenant 
netitied tue agen.s of the fact. No attention 
was paid to (be com, laint, and the ageuts were 
againmuetiied personaliy by the tenant about 
two montbs ago. They claimed that the di- 
culty would be removed if the catco-basin was 
cleaned, and promised to have it done immedi- 
ately. 

DAYS AND WEEKS WENT BY, 

with repeated requests from the tenant, and ex- 

cuses and promises trom the agents. Iu the 

tieantine every one ia tue nous complained of 
sickness n some form. Sure toroats, Ovadacbes, 

Mealurial and other symptoms allected every oc- 

cupant. Finally, satisied that be could get uo 

rei.e: by ordinary weans, the tenant empivyed a 

Mr. W. M. Dee to muke gu examimation. He 

pronounced the drainage’ detective, aud the 

butiding tull of Sewer-was, and notined Dr. De 

Wolf, the Hedita Commissioner, by letter to 

that effect. Ibis time the officer (the same man) 

wus able tu discover sewer-sgas, and pleuty of it, 
and notified the avents, wuo sent their own 
sewer-iman to remedy (he trouble. 

This man entered the prem.ses with a bluster 
about the knowledge ul the Health Department 
in such matters, aad the declaration that there 
was uo sewer-gas in the house except wunt 
was mude by the tenants themselves; but he, 
too, had to acknowledge tue presenve of the 
deadly gas, and expressed bis surprise that the 
Occupants could bave lived iu the bouse. He 
reported a baud break "’ In the main drain, allow- 
nu the fuil discharge of odors frum the street 
sewer int) tbe Bouse; also a leakage in a trap 
below, and no trap to the sink. He tinkered 
about the pipes for three or tour bours, used a 
litttee cement and a good deal of sand, and left, 
stating that all was now perfect, and there 
wouid be no more gas. 

The trup to tbe sink was not put in, bowever. 
The tenant askea the seewer-buiider to put it in, 
but he said be had reported it to the agents, who 
bad promised to have it done. Notbing more is 
heard from tue ageutss aud althuugn che smell 
is reiieved in a Freut measure, it is still very 
Odense iu parts of the bouse, and the trouble 
is evidentiy as great as ever. 

BUT IT REMAINS TO EXPIAIN THE APPARENT 

CAUSE 

of the sudden silence of the Health Department, 
Whose ollicer was so determined regarding the 
cleuumg of che catch-busin on bis first visit. Lt 
is now learned that the agents asked bim to let 
the mutter rest fur the present, as they desired 
to get rid of the tenant, and, as soou as the 
bouse was vacunt, they would have it put in 
sunpe. There is sumething very queer about 
this. The above stuteme.t was mude vearly 
five montus ago, aud the agents have not yet 
even binted to the tenant tueir desire to have 
bim vacate the premises. He is a respectable 
citizen, pays bis reut every mont, and keeps the 
premises in a clean aud orderiy cond uon, witb 
the exception of the sewer-gas ordors above 
meuuoned. If there is not coliusion between 
che agents aud the beaith officer, there must 
be incumpetency on the part of the officer. as be 
could detect no sewer gas uotil bis superiors were 
notified of its existence by Mr. Dee. The ques- 
tiog naturally arises, What would the result be 
were (be tenant in the pusition uf many, wou are 
compelled to remain in ignorance of the real 
cuuse of sickness in their bomes through the 
culpable negiect of agenis on (he one band. and 
the iwetiivieucy of health officials ou the other?

The landlord 
bas ralsed the rent regularly, keeping the tenant 
and bis family down to the potato and stirabout 
point until it is impossible for him to pay. 
There is no question of a desire to pay—paying 
is a physical impossibil.ty, unless the tenant bus 
a sou in America, and even in that case the reut 
is raised to the polat of absurbing the boys 
wages. 

Just as the crop is ripening the‘ landlord gets 
out a process of eviction—a bailiff, backed by 
thirty Constabulary, go to the house, (he war- 
rant is served, the teuant knows exactly what 
is to happen, and he goes out without a word. 
But the mother, not so well versed in Engiish 
law, dves make a protest. As wretcRed as the 
cabin ta, as poor as ber surroundings, it is the 
only bome she bas. In this wretched cabin her 
children were born, this is ber home, and no 
woman relinquishes that without a protest. But 
she might as well whistle against the north 
wind. There is no pity nor mercy in these 
beasts, to say nothing of just.ce. 

First the poor furniture is pitched out Into the 
road, then the children are thrown out afier the 
furniture, and thea the woman is hustied out, 
the Huis nailed up, and the family are by the 
roadside in the cold or rain. Pat or Mick, as the 
case might be, is offered anothor tarm further 
up the mountain, a piece of land. bog, aud rock, 
whico be may go on and convert into siniling 
neids oaly to be evicted trom that when his land- 
lord sees fit, or he may die by the ruadside. 

KENMARE. 

In the Village of Kenmare, there were thir- 
teen families one cold. wet morning. out on the 
roadside, men, women. and children, some of 
the latter being only two months old, their only 
protecuon being blankets made of potato-sacks 
stretched upon four sticks driven into che cd 
clay, and tweir only bed leaves whicb were wet 
wito the rain. The mothers were boiling their 
potatoes, contributed by ne gobors almost ab 
poor us tbemseives, in pots suspended frum ex- 
temporized tripods, the fuel being leaves and 
twigs. 

Woat became of them? I do not know. 1 
presume some of the children died from expos- 
ure, but that was nothing to the landiord or bis 
agent. They were too young to work, and realiy 
stuod in the way of the mother and father puy- 
ing their rent. Pusaibiy tue tather, working in 
the mines in Waies, gut money enough beiore 
the children were all dead to enable them to get 
in some kind of a shelter. 

It is only necessary fur me to say that they 
were there, and there because the could not 
pay au unmerciful rent unmercifully exacted 
und reientivosv pursued,

a child s cuttin for arrearuges of rent, and the 
British Goverament would give bim tairty 
soldiers to protect the Bali in serving the 
procesa.

The process is served, 
the tenant and his famuiy placed out into the 
street, and the place taken pussession of. 

Prior to the biessed Land League the villain 
bad no difficulty in employing lubor to secure 
the crop, thus giving the agent his per- 
centage of the rubbery, aud enabling 
my Lord to induige in fresh extrav- 
agancies in London or Paris. or 
woerever be might be. But the Land League 
steps in now, and my Lord's agent caunvut find 
u man who will put sickle into the ground. No 
mutter what price be utters, or how surely the 
laborer needs work, or how cbeapiy be would be 
Flad to work for any one eise, he will not work 
for this man at any price.
